DESIRED BY TAF HU 


Parcels Expressage and Popu- 
lar Savings Banks Under 
Control of the Federal 
Government. 


PLAN WILL BE COMBATED. 


Great Private Corporations Al- 
ready Advancing Arguments 
Similar to Those Against 
Rural Free Delivery. 


BY RAYMOND. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 16,.—[Special.)— 
President Taft's administration is to be noted 
for a determined effort to secure two sweep- 
ing reforms in postal administration which 
closely interest every man, woman, and child 
im the United States. 

Both of these things—the postal savings 
bank and the parcels post—will be fought 
bitterly in and out of congress; but the under- 
Standing is that President Taft im his in- 
augural address will urge both of them and 
that he will use the influence of his admin- 
istration persistently from beginning to end 
until they are authorized by law. 

It is something of a coincidence that the 
last great step in the improvement of the 
postal system was accomplished during the 
administration of the last Ohio president. 
Rural free delivery was inaugurated under 
President McKinley and it has proved the 
greatest advance in governmental methods 


_gince the resumption of specie payments. 


It is a dream of Taft enthusiasts that the 
coming Ohio president should be able to ap- 
peal to the people in 1912 for reéiection on 
the ground that he has accomplished two re- 
forme of almost equal importance to the 
homes and daily life of the people themselves. 


Both to Be Fought Desperately.

The rural free delivery system was estab- 


‘lished only in the face of the most violent 


opposition. Representatives and senators 
were inundated with letters and telegrams 
representing thet the proposed change would 
rive out of business thousands of poor 
country shopkeepers. 

It was argued that the fourth class post- 
Office was a necessary advertisement and 
drawing card for the crossroads storekeeper. 
Thousands of these country merchants pro- 
tested to concress that they would be reduced 
do beggary if the little postoffices were abol- 
ished and people in tributary territory per- 
mitted to receive their mail direct from the 
carriers. 

"hese men honestly supposed the result 


; would be that the farmer would stay at home 
and that his profitable custom would be lost. 


The result was exactly the opposite. Lote of 
little fourth class postoffices were abolished, 
it is true, but the farmer soon found that 
he could communicate by mail with his store- 
keeper at times when he could not afford to 
go into town with his team. The farmers 
became more generally subscribers to the 
eounty paper, they ordered things more free- 
ly from the crossroads store, and rural de- 
livery actually put the farmer at a dis- 
tance from the neighboring town much more 
closely in touch with ita commercial life 
than Le had ever been before. 


Boon to Farmer and Merchant. 
Instead of mail order houses and depart- 
ment stores of hig cities swamping country 
stores, the latte. und their business large- 
the farmer was enabled 
to get mail and newspapers under daily de- 
livery, which under the old system he would 
w to He unopened for days and even 
weeks at a time, when bad weather or preas 
of work prevented his going to town. 
Within a few months after the first ex- 
periment was set on foot, the rural delivery 
became a popular success and from that 
day to this it has been found impossible to 
meet the urgent demand for its extension. 
At the present time the postal savings bank 


- is being opposed by various interests. Some 


of the small country banks are antagonizing 
the measure because they fear it will keep 
deposits in little postoffices and reduce the 
business of county banks. Experts of the 


‘ postoffice and treasury departments say that 


just the contrary results may be expected. 
They look forward to the time when the 
postal savings bank at the small money 
order offices will be merely a net to gather 
deposits which would otherwise be hidden 


away in teapots and stockings. 


Under the plan proposed the government 


will pay 2 per cent on these small deposits, 


bat there is a distinct limit which may be 
‘pat to the credit of any one person. 


Postal Banks Feeder for Others:

Charles 8. Deneen will be inaugurated as 
governor for a second term toniorrow, and 
Albert J. Hopkins hopes to be elected as 
United States senator for a second term on 
| Wednesday. Mr. Deneen is in Springfield 
putting the finishing touches on his message. 


Mr. Hopkins has been in Chicago putting 


foundations under his hopes. 

That he has not been successful in getting 
all the masonry in position would be indi- 
cated by the prediction that no election 
would, be possible on Wednesday, when the 
house and senate meet to begin balloting in 
joint session. 

Not until Thursday night, it is said, will a 
senator be elected. Then it may be Mr. 
Hopkine—and it may not. Thie statement 
was made yesterday in a way to indicdte 
that it was part of a program which, in 
delaying the election until Thursday night, 
evidently is not framed in the interests of the 
present senator. 

In fact, there were politicians last night 
who did not hesitate to assert flat footedly 
that Mr. Hepkins might just as well tele- 
graph a cancellation (after March 4) of the 
lease on the suite of rooms he occupies in the 
Willard hotel in Washington. 

Not a chance on earth,“ said one man. 
He knows it, too. So do his friends. 


Returns, but Misses Shurtleff. 

Mr. Hopkins. returned to Chicago from 
Washington in the morning. He will go to 
Springfield tonight. His headquarters will 
be opened tomorrow morning. 

Speaker Edward D. Shurtleff found it ten 
possible, because of the pressure of business 
engagements, to meet with the senator and 
his friends in the morning at the Union 
League club, and equally impossible to meet 
with the senator and his friends at the gen- 
ator’s, office late in the afternoon. 

Without the participation of Mr. Shurtleff 
and his friends in the house Senator Hop- 
kins and his friends do not want a caucus. 
It being impossible to get any word from Mr. 
Shurtleff yesterday, the senator's campaign 
committee, after its second meeting; an- 
nounced that the caucus question would be 
left to the legislators themselves for settle- 
ment. 

Shortly after this announcement t had been | 
made C. P. Hitch; a member of the campaign 
committee, sent a telegram to Gov. Deneen 
informing him that it was to his (the govern- 
ore) interests to have Senator Dunlap and 
Representative Hull, chairmen of the Repub- 
lican organizations in the senate and house, 
call @ caucus at once. 

Mr. Hitch followed up this telegram by 
placing himself on a train for Springfield. 


Weakens the Foundation. 

It Speaker Shurtleff had not been 80 pes- 
tered with business affairs all day the foun- 
dation under the senator’s hopes might be 
stronger now. Mr. Hopkins wanted to speak 
with Mr, Shurtleff and Mr. Shurtleff wanted 
to speak with Mr. Hopkins, but the speaker 
was so busy that he was unable to get 
around to Mr. Hopkins’ office. 

He tried to make it until about 9 o'clock. 
Then he gave it up in despair and went home 
to Marengo. The Hopkins’ campaign com- 
mittee waited around until it was evident 
that Mr. Shurtleff could not make it. Then 
all hope of meeting with the busy speaker 
was given up and the announcement was 
made that Senator Hopkins would not ask 
for the calling of a senatorial caucus. 
The senator said, with every appearance 
of confidence, that he was sure of 116 votes 
on joint ballot—13 more than necessary to 
elect—and that the caucus matter was not 
of great importance. 


Now They Differ on the Caucus. 

Some of Senator Hopkins’ campaign man- 
agers thought the caucus ought to be held 
because it is a part of time honored party 
procedure in euch cases. They did not be- 
lieve orthodox Republicans should discard 
the party traditions too recklessly, and said 
that, while in itself the caucus was immate- 
rial, the idea was important and should be 
honored. 

On the other hand other membere of the 
Hopkins campaign committee could not see 
why the friends of the senator should etultify 
themselves even to honor the traditions of 
party orthodoxy. The primaries, argued 
these friends of Mr. Hopkins, did away with 
such remnants of party bossism as the cau- 
cus, and they were against it.

New York World Employes Are 
Called by Grand Jury. 


PAPER FIGHTS SUBPOENAS. 


Government Cannot Bring Such an 
Action, Counsel Declares.

New York, Jan. 16.—[{Special.]}—Some kind 
of a proceeding for libel or slander has been 
started by President Roosevelt against the 
New York World. 

Subpeenas were served on several Wash- 
ington correspondents of New York news- 
papers today, and on William P. McLaughiin, 
sporting editor of the World, and J. Angus 
Shaw, secretary of the Press Publishing com- 
pany (the World), in this city, summoning 
them before the federal grand jury in Wash- 
ington Monday morning. 

Nothing has been disclosed ag to the char- 
acter of the action in which it is proposed to 
bring these men before the federal grand 
jury. The subpofas showed that the case is 
that of the Unitéd States against the Press 
Publishing company.”’ 

The correspondents who were served in 
Washington were summoned before the 
grand jury to furnish information concern- 
ing the Press Publishing company. Mr. Mo- 
Laughlin and Mr. Shaw were directed to at- 
tend and testify to “all and everything 
which yqu may know generally on the part of 
the United States.“ . 


Ask That Subpoenas Be Quashed. 

Immediately after Mr. McLaughlin and Mr. 
Shaw had been served by a deputy United 
States marshal, counsel for the World went 
before United States Ciroult Judge Henry 
G. Ward and obtained from Judge Ward in 
chambers an order to show cause why the 
subpoenas issued here should not be quashed. 
The order was made returnable for Monday 
morning at 9:30 o'clock. There Was no argu- 
ment, and the government was unrepre- 
sented by counsel. 

John M. Bowers and Delancey Nicoll, the 
World's lawyers, stated to Judge Ward that 
there was nothing legal in procedure which. 
justifies the summoning of men to give tes- 
timony on any sUbject which the inquisitor 
may demand.

President Resents Graft Charge. 

There is no doubt in the minds of the at- 
torneys interested in the matter that the 
issuance of the subpcnas is the first step in 
the attempt by the president to pr te 
Editor Pulitzer of the World for lMbel. 

On Dec. 15 Mr. Roosevelt sent to congress 
hie message on the Panama purchase, in. 
which he bitterly attacked Mr. Pulitzer’s 
newspaper for intimating that Charles P. 
Taft, owner of the Cincinnati Times-Star 
and brother of the president elect, and Doug- 
las RoWjnson of thie city, President Roose- 
velt's brother-in-law, had benefited in the 
distribution of the Panama purchase money, 
and that there had been corruption by or on 
behalf of the United States government. 

Mr. Roosevelt in that m e expressed 
the belief that it ought not to be left to a 
private citizen to sue Mr. Pulitzer for libel. 
but an action should be brought by the gov- 
ernment. The president informed congress 
and the attorney general considered the form 
in which the proceedings should be brought. 

It is understood in Washington that crim- 
inal proceedings against the World were in- 
stituted upon an opinion of the attorney 
general that criminal proceedings in which 
the charge of libeling the United States was 
involved could be brought under the com- 
mon law. 


Six Indianapolis Men Called. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 16.—Six Indianapo- 
lis men were served with gubpœnas late today 
to appear before the federal grand jury in 
the District of Columbia at Washington on 
Jan. 20 and give testimony, presumably in re- 
gard to matter printed in the Indianapolis 
News bearing on the Panama canal pur- 
chase. Four of the men summoned are con- 
nected with the News. The others are Al- 
bert Sahm, county auditor, and M. I. Berry, 
county assessor. It is presumed they are 
called to establish the ownership of the paper.

It will be readily understood that progress 
on my tour of inepection through this mass 
of débris was extremely slow. A quarter ofa 
mile an hour was an that could be accom- 
plished. There were miles upon miles of 


such scenes. 
Nota Tenth of Ruins Seen. 

For hour after hour I have clambered about 
until utterly exhausted, but have not seen 
a tenth part of the ruins of Messina. Every- 
where rescue parties, soldiers, sailors, and 
flremen are still at work. 

The incessant cry: Is any one there?” 
“Is any one there?” will ring in my ears 
many days. 

I saw several dragged back from death 
covered with that everlasting mantle of 
white dust which made them look like living, 
moving plaster figures. Hundreds must 
have been literally smothered in it. 

Some were almost naked and for them 
the blanket dust has warded off additional 
suffering of cold, for the nights have been 
frosty this past week. 

Ruins of $10,000,000 Church. 

In the early part of my first exploration I 
reached the ruins of what hadi been the 
finest cathedral south of St. Peter's itself. It 
stood facing a little parklike inclosure where 
were an elaborate fountain, palm trees, 
kiosks, and resting places. 

The church had been in the form of a 
Latin cross 305 feet in length and ecross the 
transepts 145 feet in width. It had passed 
through various vicissitudes since its con-, 
struction was commenced 810 years ago. 

It was damaged by fire in 1254, and it suf- 
fered seriously in the earthquake of 1783. 
Much of it had been rebuilt from time to 
time. ' 

Much wealth has been lavished upon it 
at various periods in its history. No lesa 
sum than $760,000 was spent upon the high 
altar alone in 1628, and Messina estimated 
that the noble structure with its contents 
of priceless relics of art and antiquity repre- 
sented the enormous value of $10,000,000. 

The roof had been supported by twenty- 
two granite columne, which are said to have 
once belonged to a temple of Neptune near 
Faro in Roman days. 


Royal Dead Buried in Crypt. 

All these are prostrate and in pieces. Many 
royal bones were in the vaults, including 
those of Alphonso the Generous, who was 
buried there in 1458, and Queen Antonia, 
| widow of Frederick ITI. of Aragon. 

The treasury was rich in goldemith’s work 
of the fifteenth century and in jewels, and 
probabiy these will eventually be recovered. 

The interior aspect of this great basilica, 
like all else in Messina, was of utter destruc- 
tion. In one corner I came across the dis- 
carded garments of several convicts show- 
ing that some escaped prisoners from the 
penitentiary used this shelter to change their 
betraying uniforms for civillan clothes dur- 
ing their brief career of pillage. 


Soldiers Buried in Barracks. 

The largest bulidings in Messina and some 
of the finest were the various barracks oc- 
cupied by troops, for this was an important 
military headquarters. They are all in ruins 
I forget how many thousand soldiers still 
lie buried beneath their débrig, but the pro- 
portion of those who escaped is less than 25 
per cent. 

The priests of the city, and there were 
many, suffered even more. A prominent ec- 
clesiastic assured me thet nine-tenths of 
them are dead. 

The doom of the church/buildings is abso- 
lutely complete. I am told not a single 
sacred edifice remains standing in all the 
afflicted area. Five hundred in a single 
diocese are prostrate and the total number 
destroyed is nearly 1,000. 


View of Ruins by Moonlight. 

I went last night for a brief view of the 
ruins by moonlight. The full Sicilian moon 
is brighter than all other moons—or perhaps 
its effulgence was enhanced by that vast 
expanse of calcine powdered chaos. 

I have looked upon other dead cities—cities 
that had been swept away by fire. One or 
two such sights have seemed to express the 
last word of destruction. 

Desolation in black is appalling; desolation 
in white pierces the soul. 

I sat upon a block of granite about twenty- 
five feet above the original level of the 
street. The city lay silent ahout me, its 
jagged lines softened little by that wonderful 
light, In front rose the mighty head of 
Mount Etna, black in the moonlight save 
for a tuft of white rising slowly from the 
crater. And the rest of the scene? 

The camera cannot depict it, nor can any 
poor words of mine. Memory alone will pre- 
serve the impressions of that hour, 

I realized as I had not before that the 
cold finger of annihilation had touched this 
fair city, and that Messina must be marked 
off the map of the world. 


Silver Light Grows Stronger. 

The silence became oppressive and the 
ghostly silver light seemed to grow stronger. 
The only movement wae the slow waving of 
a knotted sheet. tied do an iron balcony on a 
half destroyed wall a few yards away. 

Some poor creatures had slid down this 
improvised means of escape and had almost 
certainly been overwhelmed by an avalanche 
of falling walls, for there could not have 
been time in that half minute for them 0 
reach an open space. 

But one did not think of the fate of indi- 
viduals. It was difficuk to chain the imag- 
ination to the still existing world of the twen- 
tieth century. It wae easier to believe a sud- 
den transmigration of the soul had flashed 
one’s spirit to a dead and desolate planet. 

The frowning volcanoes alone seemed 1 
and living. The desolation and —— 
grew almost tangible. 


* 
Face of a Fair Young Girl.“ 

The weirdness was becoming unbéarable 
when I happened to glance down at my feet 
and the spell was broken. There lay among 
the rubble the photograph of a young girl. 

Her smiling face, rich with the dark 
Beauty of her race, looked up at me. Proba- 
bly her crushed and mangled body was 
not far beneath my feet. I could stay no 
longer. 

The saddest incident of this whole catas- 
trophe happened the day following the great 
quake. A party of Russian sailors found 
in the center of the town the rear wall of a 
four story house still standing precariously. 
A foot or two of the third and fourth floors 
remained, and upon these narrow ledges 
were clinging two women and three chu 
dren crying for help. There were no ladders 
and rescue seemed impossible. 


Sailors Make Heroic Rescue. 

Brave blue jackets did the heroic thing. 
One stood on another’s shoulders against the 
outside of the wall while a third, carrying a 
pick, climbed over them and, using his im- 
plement as an ice pick, drove it into the mor- 
tar higti above his head. By this means he 
pulled himself up to the windowsill, released 
his pick, and used it again in the same way 
to gain nearer the window above, and finally 
reached the terror stricken dane high in 
the air, 

He lowered them with @ rope to his com- 
races below, then slid down himself. The

Work on Through Wicht. 
But a cry of a human being was heard and 


Sunday morning the location of the suf 
ferer was fixed more definitely. They could. 
taik with. him, and he told them he was not 
much burt. there were a few inches of epace 
about his héad, and his hands were free. He 
pleaded not so much for release es for drink 
and food. 

The dust was suffocating: he feared 
he would choke if they closer. The 
soldiers forced a pipe down through the 
débris and the imprisoned man succeeded in 
reaching the end of it. Beef tea and brandy , 
were poured down in succeésion. 

The gratitude that came in response wasas 
heartfelt as If the poor fellow was already in 
the free light and air instead of crushed 
down beneath twenty feet of ruins. 


‘Thirty Hours More Required. 
That additional twenty feet amid material 
impossible to excavate by ordinary methods 


‘required another thirty hours to conquer. 


The impalpable powder which filled every 
crevice and more so.id material slipped back 
almost as fast as it was taken out. Besides, 
it was necessary to proceed with the utmost 
caution for the victim's sake. 

It was just as the rescuers came in sight 
of the poor fellow thet I pqned to climb 
over that section of the débris. few mo- 
ments apparently would effect his release. 
A stretcher was hastily brought to the en- 
trance of the little tunnel which had been 
driven through the side of the excavation. 

And then, when safety was in sight, the 
treacherous sides of the great hole began to 
slip, and in a few seconds thé man was buried 
anew. 
~ There was @ cry of horror on all sides. A 
dosen soldiers buried their faces in their 
hands and wept. 


Men Offer to Risk Lives. 

The downpour of powdered limeand stones 
stopped for a moment. Suddenly'the officer 
in charge cried: “Who will go in with this 
rope and fasten it beneath hie arms under- 
neath the dirt? It may mean death, for if 
the dust comes down again Ht will mean suf - 
focation for whoever goes. 

“Let me go! Let me go! I don’t mind what 
happens to me!” were cries from almost 
every man in the detachment. 

A noose wae quickly made in a stout rope 
and e ifff_le young private went quickly into 
the bottom of that suffocating funnel. He 
dug away with his hands around the head 
of the victim. He found, fortunately, that a 
small arch hed protected him from the worst 
of the last duet slide. 

In a few moments the rope was fixed anda 
dozen men dragged the poor creature into 
freedom. He shrieked with pain under the 
rough treatment which the emergency made 
necessary, but a waiting doctorine hasty ex- 
amination could find no serious injury. 


Strangest Human Being Ever Seen. 

The strangest human spectacle I have ever 
seen was this plaything of the earthquake. 
There were just two spots of color upon him, 
and those were his eyes. There was a look 
in them such as I have seen but once be- 
fore; that was in the eyes of three or four 
miners who had been buried for twenty- 
four days in a Pennsylvania coal mine nearly 
twenty years ago. 

The time of terror and even despair had 
passed for him. A stupefied indifference, 
more pathetic than suffering, was the only 
emotion they showed as he«+urned his gaze 
slowly upon the eager facesabout him. Even 
his eight days’ beard was white as paper 
after they hastily tried to brush that awful 
dust from his face. 

They did not stop to minister further to 
him, but struggled with many a painful jolt 
down the crumbling sides of the hil) which 
had so nearly been his tomb, and hurried 
him away tothe nearest Red Cross hospital. 


Loses Feet to Gain Freedom. 

One poor woman whom the rescuers 
reached on Friday was found with her feet 
pinned beneath an enormous mass of mason- 
ry. To release her with any appliances avail- 
able in Messina would have required, many 
days. She herself suggested that her legs be 
amputated. It was done, and she will live. 

The most ghastly sight still remaining is in 
the principal business street—Garibaldi. The 
side wall of a high building still stands over 
the edge of a bit of flooring. On the fifth 
story there dangles the leg of a dead woman. 
High in the air, in full view of all who pass, 
it hangs, but to reach it is impossible. The 
next sharp shock of an earthquake proba- 
bly will throw down the wall. 

I do not like to dwell upon the grewsome 
features of this disaster. One gets used to 
the constant passing of corpses borne upon 
stretchers, the long rows of dead in trenches 
cease to arouse Much emotion. 


Steps on Dead Hand. 

I shall not soon forget, however, an experi- 
ence of three days ago. I was stumbling 
along over the ruins piled two Stories high in 
what had been the middle of a street in the 
center of town. My foot slipped and landed 
upon something soft, I looked down and saw 
that I had inadvertently stepped upon a dead 
man’s hand. 

An eyewitness of an extraordinary incident 
has just brought to me another of the many 
strange stories of this mighty tragedy. A 
Sicilian soldier who escaped from the collapse 
of Monday dreamed last night his fiancée was 
still alive in the ruins of her home. 

So vivid was his vision he obtained peqmis- 
sion from his commanding officer early this 
morning to go with a companion to search. 
He cailed her name many times, but got no 
response. 

Then they selected what seemed a favor- 
able spot and began digging. They worked 
on indefatigably, frequently stopping to 
shout into the ruins, | 


Bring Girl Out Alive. 

After three hours they thought they heard 
a faint reply. Frantically they delved into 
the vast heap and shortly before noon their 
dream was realized. The girl lived, just lived, 
and they dragged her out. Help was sum- 
moned and the stretcher bearers came. They 
gave the poor creature brandy and milk and 
she revived a little. 

The transports of her restuer may be im- 
agined as he walked by her side holding her 
hand as they hurried to the shore and finally 
gave her to the charge of the nurses on the 
hospital ship. This humble dreamer of 
dreams never had heard of telepathy. He 
believed he had a vision from heaven, and 
who shall deny it? 

A party of rescuers heard a faint raucous 
ery of Maria, tia!’ coming from way 
down in the t pile of ruhble. They 


| thought ft the voice of a sufferer in delirium, 


and they began to dig. They worked fortwo 
hours, and finally reached a bird cage con-

Dead Estimated at -28,000. 

The latest and best estimate I could get of 
the victims who lie entombed in the gray 
rubbish heap which ten days ago was a 
bustling little city places thelr number at 
28,000. Their burial is less complete than at 
Messina, where the masses of ruins are 
higher, owing to the greater size of the 
bulidings, and two days ago the atmosphere 
of death had become thick with threats of a 
coming pestilence, 

The gruesome problem of the dead has 

become a nightmare. For the first three | 
days no attention was paid to it, and rightly. 

Hundreds of corpses lay scattered about in 

full view among the ruins. There were 

many lives still to save. Moansand cries for 

help arose on every hand from the imprison- 

ing débris. Every energy of the few thou- 

sand rescuers then at hand was devoted to 

their succor. 

My ears are weary with accounts of the 
prodigies of the work, the marvelous escapes, 
the pitiful failures to save when success 
seemed possible, and fresh. tragedies from 
hour to hour, All these deserve to be re- 
membered, and they would be in the story 
of any disaster usually ranked of the first 
magnitude. They are swallowed up today in 
the general flood of horrors. 


Number of Dead Uncounted. 

On Thursday ust there was à sufficient 
force at hand to begin the work of femoving 
from sight the surface results of death's 
harvest. No records were kept, even of the- 
number of bodies dealt with. They were 
taken hastily to the shore, loaded ewiftly 
upon ships, carried out to sea, and commit- 
ted tothe waves. Thousands were thus dis- 
posed of. K 

Now there is an army of workers, and the 
work of saving the living is almost finished. 
A few hundred soldiers have heen assigned 
to the task of digging graves—not ordinary 
graves, but great trenches, each to accom- 
modate 200 or more of dead. 

I; wandered yesterday into a smal! garden 
inclosed by high walls through the gate of 
which passed a constant procession of 
stretcher hearers. The burden upon each 
was a half concealed human figure. The 
inclosure adjoined the ruing of the great 
barracks beneath whose debris the bodies of 
250 soldiers still were entombed. 


“Salmi—130” Their Epitaph. 

The garden has been the recreation ground 
of the soldiers. Four trenches had been 
made or were still being dug. One already 
had been piled into a mound. An officer was 
painting upon a rough wooden cross the in- 
scription ‘‘ Salmi—130," this he presently 
stuck into the ground at the head of the 
finished grave. 

At the bottom of the second trench. fifty 
feet long, eight feet wide, and ten feet deep, 
there lay already a closely packed row of 
bodies, upon each of which has been throwna 
shovelful of quicklime. Another layer of 
corpses, just arriving, wes being placed above 
them. 

Off im the corner of the inclosure a great 
fire was burning, fed with the clothing and 
other effects of the dead, thrown there before 
the bodies of their owners were committed to 


the earth. 
Messina Must Become Desert. 


The time is at hand when Messina must be 
abandoned utterly. Its ruins, still peopled by 
more than 50,000 dead, must be left to the 
purifying influences of the same force we call 
nature, which wrought all this destruction. 
Man should not attempt to cleanse so vast a 
charnel house. 

We hear brave talk, most of it from the 
patriotic statesmen at a safe distance in 
Rome, to the effect that it is Italy’s national 
duty to rebuild at once the fair town. They 
have no coriception—these sentimentalists— 
of the physical difficulties, of the titanic task 
they propose. 

When I say that no one man has been 
able to traverse even a third of the 
clogged and barricaded streets in nine days 
that have elapsed since the catastrophe, 
some idea may be formed of the nature of 
the undertaking that is suggested. It would 
test the powers of an army of 100;000 men 
merely to clean the streets within three 
months. And think of the nauseating con- 
ditions under which they would work at the 
present time. Under even compulsion men 
could not be found to undertake it. 

It hae been proposed to cover the ruine with 
quicklime and then to begin excavations after 
a few rains had soaked the mass with the dis- 
infecting chemical. The world’s existing sup- 
ply of the material would not suffice for the 
purpose. 

Again, it is proposed that thousands of bar- 
rels of petroleum should be poured upon the 
ruins and the torch applied. It would require 
a river of oil, for only a small proportion of 
the débris consists of iniammable material. 

No, the sanitary authorities are right. Mes 
sina should be left as it stands for at least 
eighteen months. Then salvage operations 
may be undertaken systematically with per- 
haps profitable ky wise 


King Wants Ruins Abandoned. 

I have heard the king quoted assaying just 
before he left here that if his influence could 
prevent it Messina never would be rebuilt. 
Those are wise words and if any degree of 
foresight or prudence remains with the popu- 
lation or authorities, they will be heeded. 
The same considerations apply with equal 
force to Reggio and all the other towns in 
this part of the Calabrian coast. Nature in- 
sists upon retaining for herself this smal] 
spot on the earth’s surface. Man should bow 
to her will. 

So Messina died and was buried. I cannot 
say more. Leave her to her fate. Let her 
dead bury the dead. 

Her name must stand hereafter in the vo- 
cabulary of all tongues as a synonym of the 
transcendent Horror of human suffering. I 
have given -but fragmentary, inadequate 
translation of the greatest human documents 
written by God or the devil, with a single 
stroke of hie pen. But let it stand.

Washington, B C., ‘San: 16.—An innovation 
in international relief measures is to be un- 
dertaken by the American government in ex- 
pending the $500,000 in money appropriated 
by congress for the Itallan earthquake suf- 
ferers.

CHICAGO TO TAKE UP PLAN. 


Organization of First Aid to Be Simi- 
lar to National Guard. 


‘ 


Military organization, similar in many 
respects to the national guard. and co- 
operating with that body, has been accepted 
as a feasible plan by the Inis branch of 
the Red Cross society, and the formation of 
a Red Cross First Aid legion is already under 
way. 

Two weeks ago the plan, which already has 
been adopted in New York, Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, and California, was consid- 
ered by the executive committee of the local 
branch, and the formation of the first body 
of volunteers was authorized for Chicago. 
Later the movement will be carried to every 
section of the state. 

This method of forming an auxiliary to the 
medical corps of the army and navy, which 
also can act in case of local catastrophes, 
has been approved by the department of war, 
and if it is successful in its early stages the 
support of the state will be asked. 


On Field in Time of War. 

In times of war the function of the body 
will de to act as an adjunct to the forces in 
the fleld, while in times of peace it will be to 
educate the pyblic in giving first aid to the 
injured and in rendering service in the event 
of a great fire, a railroad wreck, a steamboat 
accident, a mine explosion, or an epidemic. 

Dr. Gustavus M. Blech, who ten years ago 
was one ot the first to impress the war de- 
partment with the advisability of the organ- 
ization of an auxillary corps to give volun- 
tary ald in times of war, already had the 
nucleus for the first legion under way. Its 
organization was changed to meet the sug- 
gestions laid down by Maj. Lynch, a staff offi- 
cer, who had prepared a text book for the 
Red Cross, and it became the first column, as 
the are will be called. 


Americans Behind Times. 

„America should be ashamed of its lack of 
patriotism in not preparing for adequate re- 
lief for its people at all times,“ said the phy- 
siclan. In nearly every civilized country 
of Europe volunteer bodies have been per- 
fected for years.

ASKS WHERE ABRUZZI HIDES 
AT TIME OF ITALIAN SORROW. 


Newspaper Queries Mingled with Cen- 
sure and Contrast of Relief Work 
Done by the Duke’s Kin.

BODIES OF CHENEYS FOUND. 
MESSINA, Friday, Jan. 15.—After lying 
buried in the ruins of the consulate at Mes- 


S. Cheney, the American consul, and his wife 
were recovered today by a detachment of 
sailors from the battleship Illinois. 

The bodies were recovered in what evi- 
dently had been the bedroom. They were 
found tying sice by side. Mr. Cheney was 
identified by a slight physical deformity, while 
the body of his wife was recognized by a 
locket and a wedding ring. There is reason 
to belleve that death overtook the unfortu- 
nate couple while they were asleep. 

No less than 400 men from the Illinois have 
been engaged in the work of excavation. 


Bodies to Be Sent Home. 

As soon as they were unearthed the bodies 
were placed in coffins and conveyed aboard 
the supply ship Culgoa, which left here at 
once for Naples. Maj. Landis, the American 
military attaché at Rome, who has been su- 
perintending the work of excavating the 
ruins, sent a wireless dispatch to. the Ameri- 
his official to 
obtain permission of the local authorities to 
ship the bodies to Hartford, Conn, 

The caskets containing the bodies of the 
consul and his wife were sealed and then 
wrapped in American flags, after which 
American sailors carried them down to the 
water front. As they made their way through 
the ruined streets Italian soldiers and sailors 
saluted and the people took off their hats, 

An old woman and two men were rescued 
alive from the ruins today. They were ex- 
hausted but probably will recover. The be- 
lieve increases that there are others alive 
under the ruins and that they are living on 
the various foods, oils, and wine which 
usually is stored in the cellars of the houses. 


Steamer Venezia Is Chosen. 

NAPLES, Jan. 16.—The American supply 
ship Culgda, with the bodies of Arthur 8. 
Cheney and his wife on board, arrived from 
Messina. Maj. Landis, who was in charge 
of the bodies, at once came ashore and 
through the American consulate completed 
arrangements to have the two bodies em- 
barked on the steamer Venezia, which is to 
leave here this evening for New York. 

An official estimate of the dead in Messina, 
made by Stuart K. Lupton, the American 
vice consul, on behalf of the American em- 
bassy at Rome, places the number at 90,000. 
Mr. Lupton estimates also that there are to- 
day still 10,000 persons in the city. 

There undoubtedly are still tens of thou- 
sands’ under the ruins and other tens of 
thousand have scattered themselves 
throughout Sicily and the ninsula. The 
people still in Messina are ing out in the 
outskirts and it has been impossible to take 
any census of them. 


Austria Gives Helena Honor. 


VIENNA, Jan 16.—Emperor Frahcis Jo- 
seph has conferred the grand cross of the 
order of Elizabeth upon Queen. Helena of 
Italy im recognition of her “ self-sacrificing 
and heroic labors in connection with the 
earthquake in Calabria and Sicily.

LOMBROSO TALES OF TERROR. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
ROME, Jan. 16.—Cesare Lombroso, the 
alienist, has written a long article on the 
state of mind during the Italian catastrophe. 
He says the recent disaster enables one to 
sound the depths of the human soul He 

quotes one of the survivors: 

aw the last judgment—the end of the 
world. Il'm'sure the end of the world must 
come this way. Im the pitch black of night 
I saw housep tremble, shake, and subside, 
and abysses open in the earth.

PARIS, Jan. 17, 3 a. m.—The Matin prints 
a statement from an unnamed authority who 
has seen in prison Mme.

Japy, and whose name also 
has been connected with the sudden death of 
the late President Faure. 

In this statement Mme. Steinheil confesses 
she was premeditating and plotting the re- 
moval of her husband for two years in order 
that she might marry a rich man. She says 
she needed an accomplice. and found one 
who accepted the job, as she promised him a 
golden future. 


Mother Slain as Defense. 

Mme. Steinheil gave the man's name, but 
the Matin's informant is unwilling to dis- 
close it. He says, however, that it was 
one of Mme. Steinheil'e intimates. She 
needed an alibi and therefore telegraphed 
for her mother. 


Nobody would dare 
accuse a daughter of kildng her mother or 


drinks I gavé my mother and husband. My 
accomplice arrived at 12:30, but nothing was 
done until 8 a. m. I myself paseed the cord

College Neither Help Nor Hin- 
drance to Rail Men, He Says. 


HARD WORK ONLY COURSE, 


“Pull’’ Has No Place in the Great Sys- 
tems, Magnate Adds. 


New Haven, Conn., Jan. 18.—- Edward H. 
Harriman has written for the Yale Daily 
News his views on college training as prepa- 
ration for railroading. He said: 

The question which you have asked me, 
‘Is college education. an essential or even a 
valuable preparation for a man who expects 
to enter railroading?’ is a hard one to an- 
swer, and my answer is both yes and no. A 
college education will be a great help if the 
man in going through college has kept the 
foundations of high school learning firmly 
fixed. On the other hand, if he has neglected 
his handwriting and forgotten his arithmetic 
in higher mathematics nothing could be 
worse for him. If, however, he still retains 
these essentials he has a great advantage in 
that he has a broader view of the world and 
a greater knowledge of how to learn. 


Little Learning Dangerous Thing. 
The high school boy has the advantage in 
that all the first essentials of good work in 
railroading are at his fingers’ end. For in- 
stance, take the making of a simple state- 
ment. A statement should be like a picture, 
something that can be taken in at a glance, 
not a jumble of letters and figures that must 
be traced carefully out and the meaning ex- 
tracted frcm the mass of superfluous matter. 
A high school boy will draw such a state-. 
ment with perfect accuracy and clearness 


while a young college graduate will draw it in 


such a way that it is a pugzling scrawl. 
Thus college education is, in the begin- 
ning, a real disadvantage and I have found’ 
that in every case the high school bey does 
better work than the college man for the. 
first few years. However, as soon as the 


college man has overcome these habits and ‘ 


has gotten back to first principles he will 
go ahead much faster than his less educated 
rival. His mind is, naturally, better devel- 
oped and more capable of grasping the fine 
points of the ‘business. 

On the other hand, the high school boy, 
being younger, is more adaptable and has 
not in most cases the irregular habits of the 
college man 

All Must Start at Bottom. 

“ No matter how well educated a man may 

be, he must start in railroading at the bot- 


tom. : a 

“A railroad man has no fixed home; he 18 
like a naval officer, always at sea, and, 
moreover, he is always working to the limit 
of his endurance. It is the hardest life I 
kriow, and yet one of the most pleasant. It 
cultivates an insight. It teaches a know 
edgé of men. and in this way is the best 
training for any. profession.”

“He has no right under the guise of such 
punishment to inflict the maximum penalty 
provided by law for such offense, permit a 
motion to vacate the judgment to be entered, 
continue the same, extracting from the de- 
fendant a promise to do, or not to do, a cer- 
tain thing perfectly legal in itself; and then 
on his violating the promise have the maxi- 
mum penalty for his original offense fall on 
him. 

In such case the man is punished, not for 
— ‘violation of law, but of a promise extracted 
from him while he was in distress. And as 
such promises may be as varied as the whims 
of judges the private conduct of the citizen 
is subjected to the arbitrary will of the 
judge, and is not regulated by law.

Doherty Leaves Resignation. 


It developed during the day that the resig- 
nation of M. J: Doherty, superintendent of 
etreets, who approved the McGovern con- 
tract and recommended the acceptance of 
his peculiar bid, is in the hands of Commis- 
sioner Hanberg of the department of public 
works. Mr. Doherty departed on a three 
months’ leave of absence before the paving 
scandal broke loose and left this resignation 
behind him: 

“Chicago. Jan. 4, 1900.—The Hon. John J. 
Hanberg, Commissioner of Public Works— 
Dear Sir: I hereby tender my resignation 
from the position of superintendent of 
streets, department ot public works, to take 
effect immediately upon my failure to report 
for work at the expiration of the leave of 
absence granted to me for three months from 


Jan. 4, said leave of ahsence expiring on 


April 4, 1900. Very truly yours, 
NM. J. DOHERTY.” 

It was explained that this resignation is 
not particularly significant as all city em- 
ployés securing a leave of absence are re- 
quired to leave their resignations behind 
them in order that they may be detached 
from the service conveniently in case they 
should fail to return. Whether Mr. Doherty 
intends to return to his post or to offer any 
explanation of the paving scandal within 
Dis jurisdiction is not known. 
. Whether the investigation will get as far 
as the grand jury is a question. , 


Mayor Busse Aroused. 


Mayor Busse is reported as being thorough- 
ly aroused by the disclosures. He was un- 
able to be at the city hall on account of his 
father’s fatal illness, but he was informed of 
the serious revelations and announced he 
would make an independent inquiry. 

The mayor is particularly indignant that 
the first year’s receipts of the wheel tax 
which he inaugurated should have been 
dipped into in a questionable manner and in- 


. wolved in scandal. 


It roiled him to reflect that in this one way 
the city lost more money than it has saved in 
half a dozen economical ee ee effected 
by the mefyor in various parts of thé service. 

Ald. B. W. Snow, who has been quoted as 
being engaged in a complete investigaiion 
af the. McGovern contract, says this state- 
ment is incorrect. The alderman’s knowl- 
edge of the provisions of this contract has 
come about incidental to a search on his part 
for data with which to urge the passage of 
an ordinance which he now has before the 
council committee on-judiciary. 

My knowledge of the peculiar provisions 
of the McGovern contract is incidental and 
largely accidental,” he said. When it be- 
came evident early last summer that tie 


_ city was to have a large fund for repairing 


streets derived from the wheel tax, I began 
working out plans for its proper and efficient 
expenditure. — 

“I believe the repair of street pavements 
ig distinctly a legitimate function of munici- 
pal government, and that it could best be 
done directly by the city, exactly as the 
cleaning of streets and collectjon of gdrbage 
is done. 


Runs Across McGovern Contract. 


“In looking through the various depart- 
ments for information as to how the repair 
work was being done and how efficiently the 
money was being expended, I ran across the 
McGovern contract for the repair of asphalt 
streets and it only required one glance at the 
peculiar provisions of the specifications and 
of the bids under them to convince me that I 
hed additional reason for believing that th 
city should do all of this workiitself. | 

** About a month ago I introduced an ordi- 
nance creating the position of assistant com- 
missioner of streets, the occupant of the office 
to be charged with the duty of all repairing 
of street pavements, exactly as a present as“ 
Sistant commissioner of streets is charged 
with the duty of street cleaning and garbage 
removal. 

“I prepared this ordinance because I be- 
lieve that in the case of street repairs, if done 
by contract, it is not possible to properly pro- 
tect the public in its expenditure of money. 

In the present case there has been an ex- 
penditure of something over $300,000 for 
street repairs under the McGovern contract, 
and no responsible city official is in a position 
to say positively that the work that was paid 
for was ever done in its entirety, except as he 
relies upon the inspection report in this case 
of practically one inepector. 


Explains Advantage to City. 

Another reason for desiring the city todo 
its own work lies in the fact that a large 
part of the cost of material for such re- 
pairs is involved in the crushed limestone 
used. The city has a municipal crushing 
plant at the bridewell which the council on 
my motion put into operation some four years 
Ago, and can produce this stone at.a profit 
to the bridewell and sell it at 50 cents a 
cubic yard at the crusher. 

“This year the city has done all of its 
repair work except that for asphalt paving, 
which is the limit of the McGovern contract. 
There will be no difficulty in the city’s doing 
the asphalt work just as readily as it does 
the brick and macadam work now, because 
it can secure the small portable plants which 


gere used by the most up to date contractors 


for repair work and operate them quite as 
Teadily as can the contractor. 


Discusses It with Officials. 

“In order that justice may be done public 
Officials who are interested, in spite of the 
bad appearance of the McGovern contract, 
I want to distinctly say that I had discussed 
my proposition to have the city do the work 
with both Mayor Busse and with Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Hanberg long before 
the facts regarding the McGovern contract 
became public, and that both from the begin- 

Ming have expressed themselves as believing 
that my proposition was the correct one and 


leaving me fully assured that I shall have 


the support of the city administration in my 
effort to have all of this work hereafter done 
by the city. 

These assurances came to me before there 
Was any discussion-whatever of the provi- 


' sions of the McGovern asphalt paving repair 


contract.” 


Specification Terms Ignored. 

It appears the terms of the specifications 
were violated in the baldest manner in grant- 
ing the repairing contract to McGovern, who 
had bid $1.75 a square yard for surfacing and 
1 cent a yard for both foundation work and 
surfacing.

The specifications provided that the com- 
missioner of public works could reject the 
bid on any item that appeared unreasonable.

Unusual developments in the suit of the 
people in relation to Maxwell Edgar, sec- 
retary of the IlHinois Tax Reform associa- 
tion, against the board of review kept Judge 
Windes hearing arguments until 6:30 o'clock 
last night. 

Frank W. Jones made an unsuccessful! ef- 
fort to file an intervening petition that he 
be made a co-relator with Edgar in the suit, 
whose object is to compel the board of review 
to coNect from the International Harvester 
company $7,000,000 in hack taxes. 

Former Corporation Counsel Edgar B. Tol- 
man, counsel in this suit for the board of re- 
view, and who opposed the efforts of Attor- 
ney Edgar in all former proceedings, ap- 
peared with Edgar to prevent the granting 
of the intervening petition. 

A third development was the dismissal by 
Edgar of his former associates and attor- 
neys in the case, David K. Tone and Henry 
M. Ashton. Announcement was made that 
henceforth’ in the prosecution of the suit 
Attorneys Robert S. Iles and Ossian Cam- 
eron will represent_the ple's interests.

EIGHT MONTHS’ EXTENSION 
TO INSTALL TELEPHONES. 


Council Committee Reconsiders Neo- 
ommendation to Council in Refer- 
ence to the Illinois Tunnel Company 


The council committee on gas, oll, and 
electric light yesterday reconsidered its 
recommendation of a two year extension of 
time for installation of telephones by the 
Illinois Tunnel company and recommended 
a temporary eight month extension on the 
same terms. The action was taken because 
of the proposition submitted by the independ- 
ent interests for tall connections with Chi- 
cago, and is intended to give the committee 
an opportunity to thrash out the question 
without working hardship on the tunnel 
company by enforcing the franchise for- 
feiture. , 

H. D. Moulton, general counsel for the 
International Independent Telephone asso- 
ciation, headed a big delegation, comprising 
officials of independent telephone companies, 
urging that the city retain the power to 
negotiate with them on the proposition of 
requiring the tunnel company to make long 
distance connection, even if it did not take 
definite action now. 

The extension ordinance as recommended 
yesterday retains the provision for the pub- 
licity of accounts, the maintenance of the 
system, and the right ot the city to assign 
its rights which were in the previous ordi- 
nance, for the two years’ extension.

* Every person who h knowledge 
of this issue of bonds is a candidate for the 
penitentiary,” ex- Judge Bears stated in the 
opinion réturned at the conclusion of his 
— This opinion was reinforced 
by a similar opinion given. subsequently by 
Attorney Edward O’Bryen. 

Say Trust Deed Did Exist. 

The charge that there was no trust deed 
is denied by the officials of the.Chicago Title 
and Trust company, which concern was the 
trustee of the bond issue and certified to the 
bonds. 

“We had the trust deed in our possession 
for a time,“ said W. C. Niblack, vice presi- 
dent and trust officer of the company. “ We 
had done. business with Worthington and 
considered him all right. At his request we 
became trustee for the issue of bonds he pro- 
posed to put out. We were not interested in 
the value of the bonds or the character of the 
property as it is not our business to investi- 
gate such matters. We merely furnished our 
services as trustee. Worthington finally came 
and got the trust deed, saying he was going 
to have it recorded. He never returned it. 
I heard afterward something about the prop- 
erty, having been a vacant lot for which a 
dewshown office building was to have been 
substituted. After that we céaséd doing bus! 
ness with Worthington.” 


Finds Order for Bonds. 

Treasurer Arthur H. Gilbert of the North- 
ern Bank Note company succeeded in finding 
the order for the bonds on his books. Worth- 
ington ordered the issue on Dec. 5, 1905, dat- 
ing it back to Nov. 16, and the erder was de- 
livered to him on Jan. 28. 1906. On the same 
day the bonds were passed to Moulton and 
Rosenfeld of the Western Life. 

When the scandal leaked. out Attorney 
O’ Bryan, who had been retained by Moulton, 
compelled Worthington to return the Secur- 
ity Life stock and remove the bonds under 
dire threats. 

As a result of this scandal Worthington 
lost his position with the Chicago Savings 
Bank and Trust company and went te Kan- 
sas City, reappearing in Chicago a year and a 
half ago as the reorganizer of I. N. Perry's 
Federal National bank. The Excelsior bond 
scandal had its part in nipping that under- 
taking in the bud.

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~ LONDON, Jan. 6.—Navel men in England 
are discussing an article in the January 
number of the Deutsche Revue in which Vice 
Admiral von Ahlefeld. a German naval ex- 
pert, criticises Britain’s first line of defense. 

The writer declares that war between 
Great Britain and Germany under the pres- 
ent political conditions would be disas- 
trous, but not on account of the quantita- 
tive superiority of the British fleet over the 
German fleet. He argues that although the 
numerical superiority of the British navy is 
formidable on paper, the real superiority is 
not so great as to render a naval war a 
hopeless undertaking for Germany. 

“There exists in Germany,” he says, “a 
ively desire to become acquainted with 
British armaments,” which means in plain 
language that German naval! officers, from a 
purely professional, as distinguished from a 
political viewpoint, would like to reveal 
their efficiency by trying conclusions with a 
worthy rival. . 

The British army the German critic die- 
misses in one contemptuous sentence: “ We 
need not take it into account.“ 


Calls Dreadnoughts a Mistake. 

Further discussing British naval superi- 
ority, he goes on to say: 

“The British navy wae formerly superior 
to ours simply in the number of warships, 
but recently the British admiralty intro- 
duced the policy of superiority in the size 
of battleships, and this policy proved a fatal 
mistake. Contrary to the expectatione of 
the British admirality, none of the rival naval! 
powers was alarmed at the increased ex- 
penditure, but, following Great Britain's 
example, built Dreadnoughts with all possi- 
ble speed. : 9 

“The rapid construction of Dreadnoughts 
das thus produced serious disadvantages for 
England. The introduction of the enlarged 
type of battleship has rendered the entire 
fleet which England hitherto possessed more 
er less obsolete dnd enabled the rival powers 
to begin the race for naval supremacy on 
equal terms. Great Britain’s quantitative 
superiority to the other powers is thus lees 
formidable than was formerly the case.” 

Regarding the training of crews Vice Ad- 
miral von Ahlefeld points out that the long 
service system prevalent in Great Britain 
offers advantages over the three years’ period 
served by German bluejackets who are con- 
écrips, while, on the other hand, the recruit- 
ing system involves the danger of a shortage 
of hands, which is already evident in the 
case of stokers. 

Vice Admiral von Ahlefeld considers that 
the devotion of British officers and crews to 
sport decreases their efficiency, especially 
with regard to gun practice, which becomes, 
he says, a sporting event rather than a mat- 
ter of expert handling of artillery.. 


Woman’s Work in Finnish Diet. 

Dr. Thekla Hultin, member of the Finnish 
diet and the first woman M. P. who has vis- 
ited London, gives the following account of 
the work of the women in the diet: 

At present there are twenty-five women 
members of the diet put of a total of 200. 
The 200 include three married couples, who 
take their seats in the diet together. 

“Twelve women are married One is a 
baroness, while another is a cook, but now 
représents the Finnish servants in the diet. 
The cook’s name ig Mme. Miina Sillanpaa. 
She has done wonderful work in organizing 
the servant movement in Finland, and now 
edits a paper in their interests. 

“ Several women representatives are teach- 
ers. One is an ihspector of factories,. and 
others are peasant women. Curiously 
enough, there are no doctors or artists. 

“We are paid £58 for each session, which 
lasts three months, and generally meets on 
Feb. 1. We do not find that active political 
work interferes with our domestic work any 
more than dinner parties, golf, or tennis 
does with the work of women in this country. 
The married women members with children 
leave them at home, of course, with a nurse 
while they are in the diet, just as they would 
do if they were engaged in social festivities. 

“There are no special seats in the diet for 
the women. They mix in the ordin@ry way 
with the men, and the men show no resent- 
ment at their presence. Asarule, the women 
confine themselves to social matters and 
leave high politics to the men.” 

The advancement of the women's move- 
ment in Finland has made such progress of 
late that two policewomen have been ap- 
pointed at Helsingfors. They parade the 
streets just like policemen, but their special 
éuty is to look after women malefactora, 


India’s Menace of Sedition. 

One of the most serious phenomena in the 
Qgitation against British rule with which 
the viceregal government of India has to 
contend is the distribution broadcast among 
the natives of seditious pamphiets. It is no 
Secret that the subversive movement is fos- 
tered and encouraged by highly intelligent 
and often well connected Indians who are 
studying at English universities or are for 
ether reasons staying in this country. 

Quantities of seditious leaflets printed in 


’ Europe are shipped to Bombay and Calcutta, 


Whence they are clandestinely distributed 
throughout the interior. A copy of one par- 
ticularly violent anti-English pamphiet, ob- 
viously printed in England, has just been re- 
Céived bere. It is a counterblast to King 
Edward's friendly message of last November 
to the princes and people of India. 

The pamphlet, which is entitled“ Two His- 
toric Documents, refers to King Edward 
throughout as “ the tyrant.” 

Then the paper quotes at length the replies 
made by two prominent leaders of the rebel- 
lion to Queen Victoria's proclamation half a 
century ago, one of them being the notorious 
Bahadur Khan, who was hanged in 1860 for 
the murder of many English women and chil- 
den, and whost last words were: I have 
kilied a thousand dogs, and if I could I would 
kill a thousand more.”

Mataram (Hall the Motherland) concludes: 
“Blessed be the day when a united India 
Taltes up the flag of liberty from the dust 
Of 1857 and plants it triumphantly on the top 
of the Himalayas to the honor of man and 
the glory of God.“

He 
is “Mary Palmers man or Bessie 
Liewellyn’s son.“ There is no exasperatingly 
offhand talk of the missus or the “ wife,” 
as among the Englishmen of the same posi- 
tion in life. The lot of Llangwm men ig not 
altogether a happy one, though he is a well 
domesticated animal. 


Famous Bookshop to Be Rebuilt. 

Hatchard’s, perhaps the most famous book 
store in the world, is to be pulled down and 
rebuilt. In 1797 John Hatchard with a capital 
of $24 and a beautiful trust in providence, 
opened his modest shop in Piccadilly and soon 
made it a rendezvous for many of the greatest 
book lovers in the 1 . 

Canning and Crabbe, Byron and Hannah 
More were among his early friends and pa- 
trons, and the duke of Wellington spent many 
an hour chatting with the bookseller, to 
whom he once paid $450 for a pamphlet which 
cost Hatchard §24. It was in Hatchard’s that 
| Macaulay as a boy spent his cents on books 
recommended by Hannah More and Charles 
Kingsley, and Mr. Gladstone often went there 
and exchanged views on literature and poli- 


tics. 
Woman as a Dress Doctor. 


An entirely new profession for women has 
been opened up by the enterprise of a 
daughter-in-law of the president of the Royal 
academy. She has become a sort of consult- 
ing physician on dress. 

Those women who are sufficiently humble 
minded to doubt their own taste go to her. 
She gravely considers them -from every 
point of view and then writes for each a pre- 
scription. She tells them clearly what to re- 
fuse and what to choose. 

Unimaginative husbands, parsimoniously 
inclined, have, it is hinted, eyed these docu- 
ments a little doubtfully as they asked, Er 
—won't you find it—er— a little expensive?’ 
The answer is always prompt, feverish, and 
presumably convincing.

Complaint of Berlin’s Work Day. 

Complaints are common in Berlin that the 
hours of work are not better arranged and 
more generally observed. Berlin, it is de- 
clared, has no business day like other cap- 
ttals, and consequently no one can fix any 
rendezvous where a considerable number of 
people are to be brought together. 

The cause of the trouble is the long hours 
and the frequent meals, large or small, which 
break up the business day. Business in Ger- 
many begins early, at 8 o’clock, even in the 
banks and other big offices, but if so there is 
always a pause of from à quarter to a 
half of an hour at 11 or 12 or 1 for the enjoy- 
ment of a thick sandwich and glass of beer or 
milk. Then comes a table time at 2 or 3 
o'clock, which usually laste for two full 
hours, during which thousands of employés 
go home by street car and get through a 
satisfy! hot meal. 

The ressit in the majority of cases is that 
this indulgence is followed by a drowsiness 
that is anything but good either for the em- 
ployé or his work, even though work is con- 
tinued until 7 or 8 o'clock. In addition to the 
“table time many employés also snatch a 
hasty bite or cup of coffee about 5:80 

If every business concern were exactly to 
observe the tame “ pauses and table 
times it would not be eo bad, but as a mat- 
ter of fact Berlin has not reached this stage 
of unanimity and each place of business ar- 
ranges them to suit its own convenience or 
caprice. Hence the difficulty of getting busi- 
ness men together for any common object or 
even for an appointment between two men 


alone.

He declares he has yet to witness any ap- 
preciable benefit secured by faith in cases 
of disease, but has witnessed grievous harm 
from withholding rational treatment. Sir 
Dyce begins his attack on the faith healing 
idea by calling attention to its place of origin.

Duckworth quotes Wendell Holmes’ Char- 
latanry hobbies along mainly on two sticks, 
credulity of the clergy and of old women,” 
and bewalls as an alarming sign of the times 
the astounding credulity found among 
bishops and clergy, peers, judges, and law- 
vers, to say nothing of women.

Death Blow Given to Ancient 
English Law Custom. 


GERMS LURK IN COVERS. 


No Legal Reason Why Habit Should 
Exist in the Courts. 


{BY CABLE TO THP CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Jan. 16.— What probably will 
proved its death blow has been dealt this week 
to the practice known as kissing the book,” 
commonly observed in the English law 
courts. During recent years many objections 
have been raised to the system, as the small 
bible which every witness is asked to kiss 
often is decidedly dirty. 

Various suggestions have been made 
whereby the practice can be dispensed with. 
There apparently is no legal sanction of the 


the long custom. The legal encyclopedia 
saye the habit of kissing the book did not 
become recognized until the middle of the 
seventeenth century, and only became gen- 
era] in the latter part of the eighteenth, 
Judge Parry of Manchester, a magistrate 
who has cultivated literature and drama in 
his leisure moments, has pointed out, how- 
ever, that while it is true there is little direct 
authority in any ancient lawbooks which en- 
ables one to say what the practice was, that 
was only because the old lawyers didn't 
consider the kissing the book as essential 
to the oath. The practice was so universally 
followed that there was no need to describe 


it. 
Words Appear in “The Tempest.“ 

Judge Parry quotes Shakspeare’s ‘ The 
Tempest. where Stephano says: Here, 
kiss the bock.“ 

In support of his contention he says the 
idea of kissing the book was as familiar to 
the veteran playgoer at the Globe Theater in 
Shakspeare’s day as it is to the modern fre- 
quenter of his majesty's courts of justice. 

Why, then, asks Judge Parry, does the 
twentieth century Englishman kiss the book 
by way of assuring his fellow citizens he is 
not going to lie if he can help it? He answers 
by another question: Why does a dog walk 
round in a circle before it lies down on the 
hearthrug? Natural history tells us that it 
is because the wild dog of prehistoric days 
made his bed in the grass of the forest in 
that feshion, and both man and dog are 
victims of hereditary habit. 

Dearly as the English people cling to the 
old customs, this hereditary habit now prob- 
ably will die out. 

Barnes Starts New Move. 

Sir Goerell Barnes in the divorce court, 
mitiated the new method by instructing 
the clerk of the court to ask the witnesses if 
they wished to be sworn in the Scoch fashion, 
in which there is no kissing the book. 

This example has been followed by Justice

The other camp consists of a powerful 
group of reactionary courtiers and military 
dignitaries, who are intent upon stiffening 
the emperor’s backbone sufficiently to induce 
him to fors wear. his pledge of reserve given 
to the nation. 


Say “Divine Right” Is Done For. 


The party, the head of which is the chan- 
cellor, is adjuring the emperor to adhere 
strictly to the policy of self-effacement. 
Since the recent crisis the members of this 
party are convinced the safety of the dynasty 
lies only in that direction. They are telling 
the kaiser that divine right is done for as 
far as public opinion in Germany is con- 
cerned, and never again can be asserted with 
any show of authority. a 

The reactionaries are attempting to show 
the kaiser that the whole movement aims to 
deprive him of the power which belongs to 
him alone, and confer it upon others. The 
emperor is assured that in Germany public 
opinion is apathetic and short memoried and 
puerile at the best, and that as long as the 
army is at his back he may do as he pleases. 


Reactionary Knife for Buelow. 

These maneuvers are directed principally 
at Von Buelow, whom it is desired to bring 
to the political guillotine. With him out of 
the way the reactionanes count on smooth 
sailing . The anti-Buelow. force has a mighty 
ally in the Cdtholic party, which, for reasons 
of its own, mainly spite, wants to to dethrone 
the chancellor.

Unabashed dignity to demand their 5 shil- 
lings, but the other poor found these pen- 
sions quite a novel experience and were 
shamefaced. That soon passed off, however, 
ahd they were actually proud in the end of 
their claime. 
Praise to the . 

Many kissed the shillings they got and 
others kissed the little booke supplied by the 
pension authorities which have to be pro- 
@uced when the application is made. 

‘AMogether the experiment has gone off 
splendidly, and there is no doubt that the 
government has regained in prestige and in 
popularity.

/ dvless Lioyd-George—God bless the man who 


invented the old age pensions ’’ were con- 
stantiy heard from the lips of the grateful 
poor.

JAPAN THE 
CHILD OF AMERICA 


So Says Prince Yamagata, Who 
Declares Idea of War 
Is Abhorrent. 


ARMY KEEPS 
Every Schoolboy Trained to Carry 
‘a Gun and a Knapsack and 
Taught Patriotism. 


GROWING. 


BY FRANK G. CARPENTER. 

TOKIO, Japan, Dec. 15, 1908.—I have just 
returned from an interview with Prince 
Yamagata, one of the greatest generals and 
statesmen of the last half century. 
Von Moltke was to Germany and Grant to the 
United States, Prince Yemataga has been to 
Japan. In many respects he has been even 
more. He was practically the originator of 
the Japanese army, the man whose organ- 
ising military ability has made it one of the 
most formidable figh machines of the 
world. The story of his has been wrapped 
up in the new Japan, and he and Prince Ito 
and ene or two others are all that now re- 
main of the links which bind the old feudal 
times to the up to date Mve activities of our 
western civilization. 


Prince Yamagata of Today. 

It was at his home inthesuburbe overlook- 
ing Tokio that I met Gen. Yamageta by ap- 
pointment this morning. My audience had 
been arranged through betters of introduction 
from Baron Takahira, the Japanese ambas- 
sador at Washington, and his highness was 
ready to receive me. | His son-in-law, Mr. 
Shuichi Hagiwara, actdd as interpreter, and 
for an hour the famoug genera! talked most 
interestingly about matters and of the 
position which Japan now holds asto the rest 
of the world. . 

But before I give ypu the interview let me 
tell you’ something about how this great 
Japanese general looks, and a bit as to his 
history. He is now 70 years of age, but is as 
straight as an arrow, and hig mind is as clear 
as it was when, as captain of the Choshu 
Clan, he fought against the Shogun invasion 
more than forty years ago. He is tall for 
a Japanese, is slender, and wiry, and so gentle 
and quiet in his manner and conversation 
that one would never imagine that his life 
had been that of a minister of war, an or- 
ganizer of armies, and a general in com- 
mand. 

Prince Yamagata was born at just about 
the time Andrew Jackson left the presidency 
of the United States. He was 16 years old 
when Commodore Perry presented the let- 
ters he brought herefrom President Fillmore, 
and made the treaty which opened Japan to 
the world, and he wasa man of 30 at the time 
the emperor was brought out of his seclu- 
sion to be the ruler of the new Japan. At 
that time he had already made a military 
reputation and soon thereafter he was ap- 
pointed major general and then minister of 
war. He was acting as the war minister at 
about the time that Gen. Grant ended his 
term as president of the United States, and 
after that held many civil as well as military 
positions. He aidedin organizing the govern- 
ment, and has several times been at the head 
of itds premier. He attended the coronation 
of the czar in 1896 and then brought back 
the treaty with Russia, which goes by his 
name. He was for a time commander in 
chief of the army of Japan in its war with 
China, and was made chief of the general 
staff during the war with Russia. 


Japan and the United States. 


With a record like this one would imagine 
that Gen. Yamagata would be an advocate 
of military aggrandizement and that his 
voice would favor the pushing of Japan to 
the front as a military nation. I did not find 
him so. When I asked him whether there 
was any feeling here in favor of a war with 
the United States, he replied: 

No. there is nothing of the kind. We do 
not want war with any nation, and most cer- 
tainly not with our old friend, the United 
States. On the other hand, I cannot believe 
that there is any such sentiment in your 
country against ours. 

We Japanese have always looked upon 
you as our great and good friend. You area 
sort of mother country to us. The Japan 
of today is a child of America. R was you 
who opened our ports to the world and it was 
from your Teachers that we took our first 
yesson in the arts of modern civilization. 
Throughout our new national life you have 
always’ stood by us, and we have felt that 
we could rely upon you. We feel so now. and 
I cannot believe but that the general senti- 
ment of your country is friendly to us. 


Nation of Peace. 


** Besides,”’ continued his highness, ‘‘ Japan 
is not anxious to be consideréd a warlike na- 
tion. Our military establishment was cre- 
ated for defense and not fer conquest. We 
hope to continue our national life along the 
lines of peace, not of war.“ 

But your military establishment is so 
large that other nations fear that you may 
need to make war tooccupyit. Do you think 
a big army a necessity in these modern 
times? 

‘‘ As your president has said, the best guar- 
antee of any nation againsi war is the fact 
that that nation is prepared for war if it 
should come. This we believe to be the case, 
and I see the United States believes likewise, 
for it is now talking of increasing its army 
and navy. 

Will the time ever come wher’ war will 
be done away with? When such peace con- 
ferences as that of The Hague will settle all 
international difficuities by arbitration and 
conciliation ?’’ 

“Yes, : think so, but that time will de die- 

tant. When all the nations of the world are 
equally civilize® and they have united in 
their efforts to benefit themselves and hu- 
manity as well, we may be able to dispense 
with our great armies. I hope such a day 
will some time come.“ 


Flying Machines in War. 


How about the new inventions in modern 
warfare? May they not be so terrible that a 


| small nefion might destroy a great one? 


“Yes, I can imagine inventions which 
wou.d make warfare mean annihilation. 
Some of the new explosives are terribly de- 
structive. Take the balloons and the flying 
machines in which your Pecple are now 80 
widely experimeriting. If they should be 
successful they would change the conditions 
of battles d fighting. A few such ma- 
chines and some bushels of dynamite might 
wipe out an army. There might be oharges 
from the clouds which the forces on the 
ground, however great, could not reeist. In- 
‘ventions of that kind would very likely put an 
end to war.“ 


No “Yellow Peril.” 


“ How about the yellow peril, your high- 
ness? Is there not danger that the Chinese 
may become a great fighting nation, and that 
by combining with Japan the yellow races 
may conquer the world?“ 

There is no such thing as a yellow perfil.“ 
replied Prince Yamagata, and no reason 
why Japan should be so associated with 
China in the western minds. The chief differ- 
ence between the mations of the west and 
ours is that of color. We have the same am- 
bitions along ‘the lines of civilization, and 
the same desires toward the betterment of 
mankind and of the world. There ts no 
reason why we should be set off aside by 
ourselves. 

“as to China,” his highness _continued, 
“what it will de in the future I cannot pre- 
diet, except to say that in the past its power 
has been greatly overestimated, ard 
that today it is in no position to have a war 
with any great nation. At the time of the 
Chino Japanese war there was generally sup- 
posed to be in the neighborhood of 1,000,000 
troops in Chine. LA Hung Chang had 80 000 
men, who were reported to be well equipped 
and trained by German officeré, and he hed 
also 300,000 soldiers in the north. Upon in- 
vestigation we found that a great number 
of these men were enrolled only that their 
pay might be taken by the officers. They 
‘had mo existence except as men of straw. 
and both army and equipment were of 
low order. It will be a long time before 
Ohina can put a great army into the field. 
As I look at it, the Chinese empire today 
hes little strength in itself, and its existence

FRENCH GIVE GREAT PRAISE 
TO AMERICAN FLEET’S FEAT. 


Voyage Around the World Without a 
Mishap Held to Be Greatest Task 


Ever Accomplished. . 


[BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, Jan. 16.—Admiration of the Amer- 


ican battleship fleet is unstinted in the French 


press. Its arrival in pean waters in the 
same week as the news of the death of Ad- 
mira) Rojestvensky in St. Petersburg leadsto 
many contrasts between the two voyeges, 
which, for part of the way at least, cove 
much the same water, Rojestvensky with 
heterogeneous collection of ships and the 
American admiral with -his homogeneous 
fleet. 

The French writers insist on two points, the 
impessibility of France's navy undertaking 
such a feat and the difference between condi- 
tions at the start and end of the voyage. t 
the start, they ineist, a war with Japan was 
imminent; at the end peace is assured, and 
this, they maintain, is a direct result of the 
fleet’e trip. 

M. Berlin. who acted as Japan's adwiser for 
naval construction from 1886 to 1890 and aft- 
erward became head of the French ministry 
of marine, says it wae veritable feat that the 
Americang accomplished. To understand this, 
one must know that the modern warship is a 
highly delicate collection of clocklike machin- 
ery which needs constant care. Commercial 
fleets are made for long voyages, warships 
not. That is why,” says M. Berlin, “we 
must admire theprowees shown by the ~amer- 
ican navy.“ 

Admiral Cuverville says: This tour of the 
world, accomplished for the first time by a 
powerful squadron, is a bold undertaking 
successfully carried out which commandsali 
our. admiration. That the fleet finishes its 
voyage intact proves undeniably that Amer- 
ica has a navy, officers and engineers, and ad- 
ministration of the highest rank.“ 


UNIVERSITY CLUB FOR BERLIN. 


Americans There Plan Organization 
Similar to ‘Those in Leading Cities 
of, the United States.

BERLIN, Jan. 16—The initial steps were 
taken at Berlir this week for the formation o? 
an American university club on the model of 
similar organizations in the leading cities 
of the United States. 

The prime movers in the enterprise are 
the American Physicians and Surgeons’ as- 
sociation and the “Harvard club of Berlin, 
which have decided to amalgamate with the 
view of establishing a club which shall be 
available to all college men, temporarily or 
permanently residents in Berlin.

HARDY PAYS TRIBUTE TO POE.

“Why one who was in many ways disad- 
vantageously circumstanced for the develop- 
ment of art and poetry should have been the 
first to realize to the full the possibilities of 
the English language in rhyme and alliter- 
ation ig not easily explicable.’’

[Translated by his brother, Ulpiane Piectri.} 

I am the third of a family of four brothers, 
our home being at Carpi, a town of about 
25,000 inhabitants, in the province of Emilia, 
in the northern part of the kingdom. Carpi 
is about ninety miles from Milan and about 
100 from the port of Genoa. — 

It is located on the wide stretch of lowland 
through which runs the river Po, the near- 
est point of which is not much over the regu- 
lar Marathon distance away from town. We 
ate as far away from the recent earthquake 
region as Chicago is from New York, with a 
few hundred miles added. es 


Climate Produces Strength. 

Our climate is even, the thermometer sel- 
dom going below 35 degrees and hardly ever 
going over 80. This, I think, gives us a little 
more stamina than is possessed by same of 
the people in the more southerly states. It 
ia about the game difference as exists be- 
tween your northerly and southern states. 

Our people mostly are engaged in agricul- 
tural pursuits, maize and rice being the 
chief crops, while we raise cattle and much 
poultry. There is not much difference be- 
tween our bad eggs and yours. 

My father is 60 years of age and. my mother 
a little younger. From them we four boys 
inherited strong constitutions, and, so far, 
not a member of the family ever hag had a 
serious ilinees. My mother is a short, broad 
shouldered, and sturdy woman, 


Father Not an Athlete. 

Father had no time for athietics when he 
was a boy; in fact, they did not know what. 
athletics were in those days. Ettore, my 
oldest brother, is 20, and Upland, who is 
with me on this tour, is 26. I am 23, and 
Armando, the youn , ie 17. 

Uipiano was the firet athlete in our family 
and while he never had a chance to compete 
in any big events he was the champion long 
distance man of our club. It was through 
his example I took up running, finding the 
exercise beneficial, as I am a pastry cok 
by trade and that is not one of the most 
healthy occupations.

TALK OF BILL AT. CAPITOL. 


Students and Athletic Board Vote for 
- Intercollegiate Baseball. 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 16,-—(Special.j—Ru- 
mors have been current at the capitol this. 
week that a bill is to be introduced in the 
legislature, which has just met; to take the 
control of athletics at the University of Wis- 
consin away from the faculty and place it in 
the hands of the board of regents All re- 
sponsibility for the bill is denied by the ath- 
letic authorities and by members of the 
board of regents, who do not desire the pas- 


sage of such a bill. 

It is said that if the regents desire to take 
control of athletics they have the authority 
to do so without going to the legislature. 
While the board has been friendly to inter- 
collegiate athletics, it has shown no disposi- 
tion to interfere‘ with faculty control. 

The agitation for regent control was caused 
by the recent attempts of the faculty ath- 
letic counell to curb intercollegiate athletics 
as much as possible. The last of these at- 
tempts, which was aimed at n has 
failed utterly. 

Want Baseball Retained. 

Both the student conference committee 

and the student athletic board voted unani- 

mously against the proposition of the fac- 
ulty council to abolish intercollegiate base- 
ball and establish in its place a free skating 
rink on Lake Mendota and a first class base- 
ball diamond for interclass games. It is 
believed that the council will now authorize 
Athletic Director Hutchins to arrange a 
baseball schedule. 

In order to encourage all the students to 
engage in outdoor sports, the regents have 
just authorized the appointment of an extra 
attendant, who will take the names of stu- 
dente who destre to get gymnasium credit 
by skating on Lake Mendota. 

In order that Wisconsin may be put on an 
equal footing with the other conference col- 
leges, the students will petition the council 
to allow seven games of football next fall. 
Although seven games were authorized by 
the conference, the Wisconsin authorities 
limited their schedule to five games last fall. 


Varsity Five Shapes Well.

in Chicago. More than thirteen acres of sub-. 


stantial buildings, numbering almost 100 
separate structures with a tenant population 
of more than 500 business firms, were torn 
to basement levels within a period of eighteen 
months. Had these buildings been lifted 
bodily to a central site in a scattered village 
of 800 population, the village would have be- 
come an important city ina night. And some 
of these buildings were of the newest, solid 
expressions of the architect's and builder:

Acres of Buildings Razed. 

Fifteen years ago it might have been one 
of the difficulties of the railroad company’s 
problem to contract for a systematic rapid 
leveling of these long lines of buildings.

Today there are six of these big wrecking 
compatiies in a mutual association covering 
liabilities for accidents to workingmen while 
in house wrecking work.

Salvage an Important Item. 


But for two months before this first stroke 
of the pick, three men had been busy making 
an inspection of all the buildings marked for 
leveling. This inspection at once was the 
most important part of the wrecking job. It 
was to determine how much or how little the 
wrecking contractor would need to bid for 
clearing the site. How much salvage would 
thie vast stretch of roofs and walls and 
fixtures yield? How hard the work of tear- 
ing asunder and removing débris? For all 
salable materiale in the wrecked buildings 
become the property of the wrecking com- 


pany. 

This work of these inspectors virtually was 
that of experts who might have been em- 
ployed in like capacity to buy each indi- 
vidual building complete, to leave it as a 
renting property. In his bid for wrecking, 
théswrecker buys the salvage literally. Many 
of these bulldings had stood forty years or 
more; most of them were twenty-five years 
standing, and as a whole they would have 
stood another quarter century intact. 


Wreckage Worth Half a Million. 

As buildings, left standing as investment 
properties, values would have mounted into 
the millions. As salvage efter the wrecking, 
Mr. Waixel estimates the value of materials 
left him as between $400,000 and $500,000 only. 
Wreckers to the number of 100 on the average 
were employed for eighteen months, how- 
ever, and an average of fifty teams were in 
service. As an incident in economy, the 
Northwestern road's track elevation at Kin- 
gie street took all refuse of stone, dirt, broken 
bricks, arid mortar. The level of the base- 
ment floors in the wrecked buildings marked 
the line to which the wreexers worked under 
the contract. 

The layman who mey have been familiar 
with these four squares of buildings as Hey 
stood might have difficulty in making a guess 
at salvage materials in these structures in 
the order of their importance. Would he 
imagine that the lumber taken from these 
brick and stone buildings heads the list? 
Would he guess that much of this lumber 
taken from buildings twemty-five to forty 
“ere old was worth more that the best new 
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lumber is selling for now on the market? 

In the order of values for salvage materials 
Mr. Walzel places them in the following

Unezcelled Lumber in Stractares. 


In the leading item of lumber were old 
joists, beams, and stringers of cork pine 
that the lumber market today could not equal 
in quality and sizes. Timbers twenty odd 
feet in length without a knot to mar them 
were the rule. «Forty years ago this pine— 
now almost extinct—could be bought for $12 
a thousand feet; today such pine will sell for 
$150 a thousand! 

To make this item of lumber more valuable 
the small factor of the nail in use at the time 
of huilding was of marked influence, In those 
days the old, tapering “cut” nail was in 
use, universally; the round wire nail hadn't 
been evolved. This old cut nail, tapering 
from head to point, had only to be loosened 
a fraction of an inch to pull out easily, even 
when newly driven; when the slightest 
ecale of rust had formed a jarring biow of 
a hammer would loosen it. That these cut 
nails were used made the task of separating 
timbers and boarde vastly. easier than if 
they had been fastened by the close clinging, 
stubborn nail of wire. 

The old Gault house at Madison and Clin- 
ton streets, and the Barnes house at Ran- 
dolph and Canal, were the oldest of these 
wrecked structures, and because of their 
age yielded some of the best 
tained. The old Gates building; six stories 
high, at Washington and Clinton, was one of 
the best bullt and hardest to wreck structures 
of its kind. 


, 29 6 \ 
Machinery Worth 30 Per Cent. 


Some of the old time pumps and engines 
that had seen a generation of service in 
some of these buildings proved a valuable 
item to the wreckers. In the basement of 
the Gates building was an engine which a 
quarter of a century ‘ago cost about $1,500; 
after all these years it sold for $600 cash. 

“There is something about those old en- 
gines and pumps of twenty-five years ago 
that doesn’t seem to be in the modern ma- 
chines,” ssid Mr. Waitel. “Taking this 
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lumber ob- 


machinery as a whole as taken from those 
buildings it will bring within 30 per cent 
of what new machinery of the capacity will 
cost. We have a building over on that side 
of town which we may be asked to wreck. 
The other day a man came to me to say 
that if we got the contract for the wrecking 
he would give us $450 for the engine and 
move it out himgelf!’’ 


Steam heating plants were in many of 
the buildings, and the radiators and steam 
piping were especially valuable as salvage, 
as many of these equipments were compara- 
tively new. Some of the steel beams and 
columns that were riveted to place @ quar- 
ter of a century ago were in excellent con- 
dition. Plate glass windows, large and of 
best quality, were saved from dosens of 
these’ buildings. 

Comparing the walla of these old structures 
with the walls of modern construction, most 
of them were excellent. In those days only 
the old hand made brick was used, and 
nothing turned out by the modern machine 
excels it. This hand made product was ap- 
preciably larger than the standard machine 
brick of the present, 900 of them equaling 
a little more than 1,000 of the machine prod- 
uct in cubic measure. These old unbroken 
bricks are cleansed always, and find ready 
sale, 


Structures All Well Built. 


In a general way Mr. Waixel found these 
old buildings in the Canal street district well 
built and comparable with structures of the 
kind that are going up today anywhere in like 
sections of the city. Most of them had to be 
torn dow in the fullest sense of the phrase. 
Now and then he found a building whose 
walls had cracked dangerously. 

I had fears in sending men on the roofs 
of some of these old buildings,” said Mr. 
Walzel. When the joists supporting the 
roofs were removed it wasn’t at all a good 
bet that they wouldn't tumble in. But they 
didn’t. And in all that vast b of wrecking 
the only man hurt fell through the joists at 
the Gates building roof, twelve feet, slipped 
through the next row of joists, and dropped 
another twelve feet, and suffered only «@ 
broken rib!” 

Eight stories was the tallest of these 
wrecked buildings, but in the tremendous 
stretches of these solid blocks the magnitude 
of the work was emphasized. Millions of 
tons of structura] material were hauled away 


from these thirteen acres of surface. No 
such job of clearance ever before was or- 
dered in Chicago, and it may be a generation 
before such another task so near to the cen- 
tral downtown district is a probability.

Few Cerner Stone Boxes Found. 

Evidently the ceremony of corner stone 
laying was not popular in the time when 
these bulldings for the most part were 
erected. They sprang up largely just after 
the fire of 1871, when bullding was a little too 
common and entirely too serious a matter 
to call for ceremony. 

We did expect to find samething of the 
kind under the old Gault house, said Mr. 
Walzel, but if there was a box there in 
the corner stone, some workman must have 
beat me to it. 

In some other sections, however, we 
have found a total of about fifteen of these 
old corner stone memorial boxes, but as 
salvage they won't average more than 15 
cents apiece in value. The best find we've 
ever struck in any of them was the business 
caré of a barber. It had been dropped into 
the box years before and I looked him up in 
the directory. He was doing business still 
anck on the card he had written that if ever 
the box were dug up and opened and the card 
found, if Mving he'd give free shaves and 
haircuts to the finder for a full year. When

NE reason why many lawyers achieve 
success in public life may be found in 
the fact that before they adopted pol- 
itics they had won distinction in a 
profession which calls for the gift of 

diplomacy in the highest degree. The actual 
knowledge of technical law possessed by & 
member of the legal fraternity is of minor 
importance compared with his ability to un- 
derstand men, his tact and diplomatic pow~- 
ers. The great lawyer wins his triumphs 
through exactly the same qualities disp 

by the great statesman. 

William J. Calhoun, whose reputation es 
a lawyer is equaled by few men of his pro- 
feesion in the Untted States, is a striking ex- 
ample of the close relations which exist be- 
tween the bar and the forum. Altho ugh he 
hes never held public éffice, in the general 
sense of the term, few private individuals in 
America have rendered more valuable serv- 
ices to their country in the capacity of a 
diplomat. 

On two occasions great crises arose in this 
country, in recent years, where Mr. Cal- 
houn was called upon by the president to use 
his powers of statesmanehip to clarify situ- 
ations which threatened war, and in one in- 
stance provoked 5 1 

Special Commissioner to Cuba. 

As special commissioner he went to Cuba 
prior to the Spanish war and by his calm 
and dispassionate report on actual condi- 
tions existing in the island cleared away a 
mass of false impressions and misunder- 
standings which had previously existed even 
in the president’s cabinet. 

Three years ago he was called on by Pres- 
dent Roosevelt to handle a situation if pos- 
sible more dangerous and complicated. As 
envoy extraordinary he went to Venezuela 
at a time when that bone of contention ap- 
peared likely to involve the United States 
‘n @ war with the European powers who 
were snarling over it. 

President Roosevelt wished to find out the 
truth and he could think, of®no man better 
qualified to get it and present it clearly and 
without prejudice than the Chigago lawyer. 
It is curious to note that as a lawyer Mr. 
Calhoun represents the great corporations 
against which Mr. Roosevelt has waged so 
strenuous a war. 

It is sixty years ago. since Mr. un 
made his debut in the world in the city of 
Pittsburg. He is therefore, as years go, a 
member of another generation. Judging, 
however, by that far truer estimate of age, 
enthusiasm, energy, and mental power, Mr. 
Calhoun is still a young man, With his 
physical vigor scarcely impaired and his 
mental vigor merely matured and ripened by 
the passing time, he still holds his place 
in the advance guard of life from which so 
many of his contemporaries have dropped 
behind.

Schoolmate of William McKinley. 

The foundation of the close friendship and 
esteem dn which he was held by President 
McKinley all his life was laid half a century 
ago in the little town of Poland, O., where the 
future ruler of the United States and the 
embryo lawyer went to school together. Boy- 
hood friendships and boyhood loves are 
usually evanescent the one as the other. 
That a man of President McKinley’s caliber 
®hould co ue to esteem a man in mature 
years for the identical qualities which he 
discerned in him as a boy is a unique testi- 
monial. 

The admiration of the young McKinley for 
his playmate, who was younger than himself, 
was 80 keen that he is said to bave been 
convinced his friend would one day be presi- 
dent. On this belief he made a boyish con- 
tract with him that President Calhoun was to 
give Mr. McKinley a good post. Fate, how- 
ever, saw fit to reverse the order. In the years 
that were before the boys they were to render 
eaeh other many mutual services, and, 
strangely enough, Mr. Calhoun was to do 
as much as any single individual to place his 
friend in the Whfte house, 

As a boy life did not deal any too tenderly 
with Mr. Calhoun. Its rough teachings, how- 
ever, were, as usual, merely the fire through 
which the steel of character must be tested, 
and in Mr. Calhoun's case the meta! proved 
true. As soon as he left school he went to 
work on an Ohio farm, having neither money 
nor influence to enable him to pursue his 
studies in the ordinary manner. 
tall, strong. calm eyed boy was lacking 
neither in purpose nor power. While his frame 
was hardening on rough manual labor he 
found time to study law, for that way had 
always lain his ambition.

Volunteer in Civil War at Age of 16 

However, his scheme of life was to be 
rudely ruptured in the storm of the civil war. 
Hig boyish imagination took fire at the tales 
from the front which were on everybody's 
lips and he eagerly answered the call to arms 


But the 


Nineteenth Ohio volunteers, but two years 
later the war was over and he was a man. 
War had taken the stripling and accom- 
plished in two years what would ordinarily 
have taken ten. 

The young soldier returned to the monotony 
of study and work in civilian life and after 
nine years of struggling reached his goal and 
was admitted to the bar at Danville, III. That 
was the first stage of the battle won, but his 
lawyer's diploma was slow in bringing re- 
turns and he eked out his resources by teach- 
ing school. But the lawyer had qualities 
which merely ‘wanted an opportunity to 
bring him recognition, He was well versed 
in his profession and he had a gift of elo- 

uence to win men and a mind capable of 
understanding them. His entele grew 
rapidly and with the sears came a reputation 
solidly built and enduring. 

In the meantime his’ friend McKinley was 
climbing rapidly up the ladder of public life, 
In 1806 he called upon his old playmate for a 
service in doing of which Mr. Calhoun 
himself was to step into the limelight of na- 
tional publicity. 

The Illinols Republican convention met to 
indorse a candidate for the presidehcy, and 
Mr. Calhoun took up the fight for Mr. Me- 
Kinley. Senator Shelby M. Cullom was the 
favorite son of Illinois, and a tremendous 
fight was waged to secure the instruction of 
Gelegates for him. Mr. Calhoun, in asso- 
ciation with Charles G. Dawes and S. M. 
Taylor, secretary of state in Ohio, plunged 
into the campaign with the enthusiasm and 
energy which are two of his salient quaii- 
ties. He emerged a victor in one of the most 
bitterly contested struggles that Nlinots pol - 
itics had ever known. 

When Mr. McKinley was elected president 
he was anxious to have the man who had 
fought for him and whom he admired so 
much, as a member of hia cabinet. Mr. Cal- 
houn, however, was not attracted by the 
glitter of public office and preferred to go 
back to his law practice in Danville. He did 
not emerge again on the public stage until 
he accepted McKinley's idvitation to go to 
Cuba as a special commissioner and investi- 
gate conditions. 

The country was rent with popular ex- 
eitement over the threatening war. The 
wildest stories were afloat in regard to af- 
fairs in Cuba, and the president wished to 
have a man whom he could trust make an 
investigation and find out the truth for him. 
It was a work of the most vital importance 
on which probably would hang the issues 
ot war and peace and the complete sub- 
version of the international policy of the 
United States. 

Mr. Calhoun went to Cuba and made his 
‘report. He set out calmly and judiciously 
the facts as they were He had the trained 
mind of the lawyer and the higher faculties 
of the judge. Hb admitted the evils of the

Judah P. Benjamin, who declined President 
Fierce 8 offer of a judgeship on the Supreme 
court bench on account of his extensive pri- 
vate sines, but who, in 1852, was chosen 
United States senator from Louisiana, was 
the ablest legal advocate slavery ever had. 
On one occasion he appeared against Daniel 
Webster in the United States Supreme court. 
Webster talked for three hours and made one 
of his finest efforts. Then came Benjamin, 
a little, weagened, dried up man, with a thin 
and hollow voice, who talked for twenty min- 
utes, when the chief justice turned to hie col- 
leagues and whispered: “Great heavens! 
That little man bas stated Webster out of 
court in twenty minutes,” 

On his withdrawal from the United States 
senate on Feb. 4, 1860, he was at once appoizt- 
ed attorney general in the provisionai govern- 
ment of the southern confederacy. In the 
following August he was appointed acting 
secretary of war; subsequently he became 
secretary of state, which position he held un- 
til the downfall of the confederacy. He wee, 
in truth, the brains of the confederacy. 

When Richmond fell Benjamin fied with 
other members of the cabinet. He was sepa- 
rated from them and escaped from the east 
coast of Florida to the Bahamas in an open 
boat. From there he made his way to Nas- 
sau, reaching Liverpool’ in i185. He 
had little money. He was 88 years old. 
He entered Lincoln's Inn as a student, having 
prevfously devoted himself to English law. 
In tue following summer he was called to the 
bar. N

London refused to notice him. He turned 
to journalism to make a living. His Treatise 
on the Law of Sale of Personal Property 18 
today the authority on the subject in English 
law.

The following are some of the Jews who 
have held important judgeships: Moses Levy, 
whose admission to the bar of Philadelphia 
dates back as far as March 19, 1778, after 
occupying various offices became presiding 
judge of “ the District court for the city and 
county of Philadelphia.” The firat Jew to 
hold a judicial position in Philadelphia was 
Isaac Miranda, in 1T27. Mayer Isaac Franks 
has been mentioned as a judge of the Su- 
preme court of Pennsylvana, but the exact 
time when he served cannot be determined. 
Among the most honored judges of Phila- 
deiphia today is Mayer Sulgberger. 

Frankun J. Moses (1804-77) was chief 
justice of South Carolina, Solomon Heyden- 
feldt was justice of the Supreme court of 
California in 1851. Nearly half of the judges 
of the Supreme court of New York City to- 
day are Jews, among whom are some 
acknowledged the ablest jurists, although 
quite a number are occupying their influential 
positions because either they or theif friends 
bought the Tammany nominations, some of 
them paying $75,000 and even more, 

During the first decade of the last cemury 
Solomon B. Nones was consul général to 
Portugal. President Madison appointed Mor- 
deal M. Noah consul general to Tunis. Col. 
Max Einstein was appointed by President 
Lincoln consul at Nuremberg. Germany. B. 
F. Peixotto was consul at Lyons during the 
acministrations of Presidents Hayes, Gar- 
field, and Arthur.

Of course a stenographer has to use his 
good juagment in following out the apparent 
proper context of the sentences in determin- 
ing which word to use, but there are fre- 
quent places ‘where either of two or three 
words which are represented by the same 
shorthand sign ‘will make equally as good 
sense, and in that case the only thing for 
the stenographer. to do is to put down what 
de thinks is correct or else ask About it. 

And this is the reason Wny so many men 
think stenographers arg incompetent, where- 
as it is in reality the shorthand, as there 
never yet has been perfected a sborthand 
system which would eliminate this liability 
of confliction. The. best. shorthand, writers 
and reporters in the country admit that they 

make errors in their work, and it is absolute- 
ly unavoidabdie. 

When a man compares the accuracy of 
shorthand with “longhand notations on a 
memorandum and expects the same degree 
or accuracy in shorthand as in longhénd, lit 
sounds most ridiculous to a shorthand writer, 
but it is a somewhat natural conclusion for 
a person to arrive at who has no knowledge 
of shorthand whatever. 

Now, regarding the so-called fault of 
being too mechanical in your work and of 
béing a mere machine,“ etc., it is a most 
illogical and inconsistent idea to harbor that 
a fast shorthand writer oF typewriter oper- 
ator can do the work in any other manner 
than m a mechanical way, for that 16 all 
that ‘makes’ speed. A ‘stenographer can 
never be able to write 150 to 178 words in 
shorthand or 75 to 100 words on the type- 
writer until it becomes so méchanical with 
him. that be practically does not have to 
think about it; it is simply an impossibility 
to do fast work in any other manner, and all 
expert shorthand writers and ty. riter 
operators will concur with me in thle state- 
ment. | ,

Best Work Is Mechanical. 
The greatest shorthand reporter in the 
country once told me personally that he hed 
—— testimony in the courts, where the 
speed required is 180 to 200 wotds a minute 
and more, and at the same time could be 
thinking of what he was going to do on his 
vacation, etc.; that he coul be thinking of 
something entirely forejgn from shorthand 
and still be taking the testimony down just 
the same as if he had his mind on it, and I 
have found the same to be true with all fast 
shorthand writers, and it is a word of ad- 
vice that any shorthand instructor in high 
speec work will give: that it is absolutely 
necessary that you do your work entirely me- 
chanically before you will be able to write 
at a high rate of speed, either in shorthepd 
or on the typewriter. ©

On the left side let the shoulder seam edge 
lay towards the front, so as to make a little “fly” when 
the front is hooked*to position. 

Turn the front back directly on the traced line and 
face with a piece of silk. Set the hooks on the front 
gide of the shoulder, three-quarters of an inch apart, 
and a good eighth of an inch in from the edge; then 
pin to the back so that the plaite match, and stick pins 
in where the blind loops are to be worked. 

The sleeves are close fitting, full length ones, with 
a boxpiait set the entire length on the outside fold 
Across the back the waist comes just to the neck line 
and the opening in the front is only three inches deep.

The piping of these pieces is a particular 
piece of work, and on no account should the work be 
hurriedly done. Care.also will have to be taken to turn 
perfectly mitred corhers, and the facing mußt be indi- 
ibly hemmed down.

HERE are at least 1,000 men and women 
appearing on the vaudeville stage who de- 
pend upon animals of various kinds for 
their livelihood, These animals are art- 
ists,” as vaudeville performers are called. 
and appear behind the footlights in sundry 
acts and amuse the vast throngs that 
daily and nightly fill the variety houses 
of the country. Dogs, cats, horses, monkeys, pigs, rats, 
and goats are among the animals who make large 
sums for those who train them. Even elephants have 
been trained for the vaudeville stage with good results, 


and pigeons, crows, and chickens also perform amusing. 


and wonderful tricks, while sea lions and alligators have 
been impressed into service with excellent results, and 
even the insect world has been invaded in an effort 0 
find novelties. 

Some of the acts that have appeated in Chicago dur- 
ing the present season are in reality miniature circuses. 
The Novellos consist of an acrobat team to which was 
added trained dogs, ponies, monkeys, and elephants. 
Two cars are required to transport this troupe, and the 
express bill for the animals is enormous. The Galetti 
simian players consist of a band of trained monkeys, 
and, by the way, they were trained in Chicago, and it is 
one of the few of the kind in this country. Sylvon's 
cats brought in a big revenue. 

These handsome tabbies loop the loop and do a great 
many of the tricks that are so familiar in the dog shows. 
One cat in this act was especially clever. He would 
steal a bone from a dog, hide it, and then try to lay 
the blame on ano er cat.

The drama is a 
reflection of the time and the spirit and the life in which it is written and performed. 
If it has a lesson or is merely an entertainment, it is not a Jesson or an entertainment 
for those to come but for those who are here because they’re here, and if its lesson 
or its entertainment is not for those who are here, then its authors are collecting 
money for something they cannot deliver. If they are writing for posterity, let them 
Wait for posterity to reward their heirs and stop their complaining. 

For every play that is written, accepted, and staged and then fails there is some 
good excuse.

There is nothing 
which shows this so plainly as the reasons 
which many of the new recruits give for en- 
tering the profession, Among those who 
have gone into the “two a day this year 
are Virginia Harned, Amelia Bingham, 
Janet Lowrie, Gertrude Quinlan, Thomas 
Ross, and Henry Woodruff. 

Once it was the habit of the legitimate 
actress to declare that she went into vaude- 
ville for the rest and the vacation which it 
afforded. But it is the new habit to declare 


it is the money that attracts. 


People can talk about ‘art’ all they 


want to,” says Virginia Harned, but when 


they are honest they will confess that thetr 
real interest lies in the little envelope that is 
handed out on Saturday night. I wofk as 
bard in vaudeville as I do in anything else. 
To be sure, I am only actually working about 
twenty minutes twice each day, where in the 
‘legitimate’ I have two and a half hours’ 
work eight times a week, still I expend the 
same nervous energy with one as with the 
Other. It is only for twenty weeks, and I 
get such a good contract, and at a salary 
greater than I ever received in the ‘ legiti- 
mate.“

‘Amelia Bingham 
has compiled an act which she call“ Great 
Moments from Great Plays.” 

Jeanette Lowrie of last years Mary's 
Lamb fame. has one of the best acts of the 
season in a monologue and songs, in which 
she ig accompanied by Rigo and an orches- 
tra. She has the song That's How I‘Lost 


Mine, and another, “I Am Going to Do as 


I Please, which is a great hit. She also has 
& political monologue, and im each of them 
she bas a change of gown, which adds con- 
siderably, at least in the estimation of the 
feminine part of the audience, as the gowns 
are all exceedingly — 


Mies Lowrie adds to io the general verdict of 
the actress who comes into vaudeville from 
the legitimate that it is harder in spite of the 
shorter hours. This s9 the way it affects 
me, she says, I am always gasping for 
breath. It seems like perpetual motion. I 
feel that it is harder. much harder, to reach 
one's audience when one has only twenty 
minutes to do it in instead of three hours.’ 

This is the opinion of many of those who 
have tried the vaudeville stage, and even May 
Irwin felt the tensity of getting herself up to 
the necessary pitch to catch her audience 
with the speed that is necessary in vaude- 
ville. She always resorted to fancy work to 
quiet her nerves before she went on, and de- 
clares that she believes it is the reason that 
s0 many actresses sew because of the quiet- 
ing effect.

Just before going into it she had been her 
own manager, and one of her chief worries 
was that the chorus girls in her company 
would go off and feed too well at dinner and 
fall to appear. To do their wining and dining 
after the play was the friendly advice she 
always gave them, but she was always un- 
easy for fear some hitch would occur before 


the berfgrmance.

Trixie Friganai is eight pounds thinner— 
this is not saying how much she weighs, for 
that is one of the things not divulged by the 
comedienne—but she does proclaim her loss 
of weight as the most important piece of 
news she has to offer every time she meets 
an old acquaintance. The secret which has 
brought it about she also offers with gener- 
ous enthusiasm. 

„ Stand up for twenty minutes after every 
meal and you are bound to grow thinner,” 
she says. Read or-study or sew or doany- 
thing so that you don’t sit down a minute. 
No, I can’t explain why it is 80. {only know

I 
only had $850 to lose, and if that went I 
could only be broke, a candition I had often 
experienced before. 
Then I took up Shaw, presenting Tou 
Never Can Tell,“ How She) Lied to Her 
Husband,” and the rest—all with such suc- 
cess that I was vastly encouraged. 
Then I had the misguided notion that New 
York wanted a theater of ideas, and I took 
up the Berkeley theater. You know the 
result. The public is not yet educated up to 
one act plays, and now I owe more money 
than I ever did before in my life. However, 
I had to get it out of my system. 
I have little complaint to make, only I’m 
sorry that some of the critics who never miss 
an opportunity to misinterpret me misun- 
derstand the theater of ideas. It did not 
mean that other theaters had no Ideas to 
present, as some of my critics believed. It 
was established, instead, for some of the 
dramatists who had something of serious 
intent to say—for men like Bernstein, for 
instance, 

The failure of my achievement is a pity, 
however, in this respect; if for no other—it 
was a failure of something of serious intent.

AT IT AGAIN. 
Chicago is proud of the Art institute, 
and justly proud. Recognition of its, im- 


‘portant functions and its broad cultural 


service is wide and growing steadily 
wider, not only in this community but in 
the great region of the west through 
which its influence is radiating. a 

There is no fear, then, that the contro- 
versy which has developed with the board 
of education will affect the credit of the 
institute unless the facts and the issue 
become befogged. There is danger of 
their being befogged through the same 
agencies of disturbance that of late years 
have been perpetually and -perniciously 
active in our local educational adminis- 
tration. The trustees of the Art institute 
will do well to guard against being made 


a cat's-paw of these agencies. 


Supt. Cooley's report in no way chal! 
lenges the att ideals or the general edu- 
cational usefulness of the Art. institute. 
It does challenge with great force and 
substantial evidence a particular work 
which the institute undertook to perform 
for the teaching body of our public 


i schools upon uneqnivocal and specific con- 


ditions formulated by the administrative 
representatives of the board of education 
and of (the Art institute. It is founded 
upon an investigation made by a most 
competent and reliable committee, whose 
findings, we believe, establish the exist- 
ence of a lax system of crediting teachers 
seeking promotional credits in the art 
courses. The allegations are that while 
each unit-course lasts threugh six months 
at the normal extension department, at 


the Art institute teachers completed unit- 


courses in two weeks, some in one week, 
and some completed five credits in six 
weeks. Furthermore,’ that by reason of 
the number of teachers taking this work 
the regular staff of the institute proved 
inadequate and teachers were taught 
by undergraduate students of the insti- 
tute, and in spite of the fact that 1,300 
teachers took the courses not one failed 
to receive tredit. esti 

The responsibility for this situation 
should not be shirked. Nor should a mis- 
taken zeal to protect the institute from 
unjust criticism tempt its friends into 
condoning a wrong to the public schools 
and to the community. Supt. Cooley is 
charged with the duty of maintaining 
efficiency in the teaching force. He has 
done his duty conrageously and well in 
this case. The Art institute, through the 
laxity and want of careful consideration 
of this special duty, bas been made an 
involuntary party to a plan for obtaining 
salary increases for promotional work not 
fully and thoroughly done. If there were 
any doubt of this the prompt appear- 
ance of Margaret Haley in defense of an 
indefensible situation would set that doubt 
at rest. 

The action of the trustees affiliated with 
the Taachers' federation at the confer- 
ence on Friday is only the latest illustra- 
tion of the cardinal principle guiding the 
organization. What is efficiency to the 
federation? The schools exist for the 
federation, the pupils for the teachers.

“Who stole the people's money?“ is a 
query reminiscent of the Tweed régime 
in New York Nast's powerful car- 
toon, so labeled, will never be forgotten.

The pencil of the artist furnished suf- 


ficient illustration of the use of the funds 
furnished to a carrupt administration by 
long suffering taxpayers. 

The present mayor of that municipality 
does not propose that any charge of ex- 
travagance or corruption shall be brought 
unchallenged against his administration. 
He\ has just sent to the board of alder- 
men the longest mayor’s report on record. 
It contains 50,000 words. It admits that 
$298,945,004 has been added to the city’s 
permanent debt during the five years of 
the McClellan rule. But it claims that 
the funds have been well spent, and it 
furnishes sixty-five, illustrations of new 
city structures as partial evidence of 
what the taxpayers’ money has bought. 

The report is interesting as another in- 
stance where photographic reproduction 
is used for definite expression of accom- 
plishment. Such methods are becoming 
increasingly commop in connection. with 
reports. A picture whose genuineness is 
rendily verified is far more satisfactory 
than mere figures. The discontent when 
millions are poured into a sieve and there 
is nothing to show for the outlay is 
natural, The charge of “ extravagance,” 
even if made with some , justification, 
loses much of its force when full state- 
ments of receipts and eXpenditures are 
supplemented with photographs showing 
permanent improvements. 

The pictures, of course, are incidental. 
The report itself tells with much detail 
what has been accomplished. It indicates 
the outlays which a great city must make. 
Mayor McClellan “ points with pride” to 
a high pressure water service that has 
reduced insurance premiums by $750,000 
aunually, a great increase in water sup- 
ply, substantial advances in the fire de- 
partment, development of a ‘municipal 
ferry system, a gain of 4,168,000 candle- 
tte in ee: ed, ot e Ope 
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The New York Court of Appeals, cor 
responding to our Supreme court, has 
found an émployers’ liability law const 
tutional. The act was challenged as be- 
ing contrary to the fourteenth amend - 
ment, and probably will be taken to the 
Supreme court of the United States. 

It it is to be, che appeal may elicit 
from our highest court a decision on the 
substantive question involved in all these 
liability laws-—the validity under modern 
industrial conditions of the fellow servant 
doctrine, That doctrine as applied by the 
courts has become a source of injustice to 
the individual and of serious social pro- 
test. The industrial organisation of our 
day has left a very narrow field, if any, 
for its just application. Yet hide bound 
courts following the letter of the doc- 
trine .bave really served the purposes 
of reform by reductio ad absurdum. 
When the innocent engineer of a locomo- 
tive is denied recovery for injuries caused 
by the carelessness and incompetence of 


bas never seen or heard of, and the de- 
nial ds based on the theory that he was a 
fellow servant of the responsible employé, 
the emptiness It the fiction under present 
day conditions is strikingly exposed. 

As a result of such wooden application 
of this and other similar rules of the 
common law, the whole question of so- 
cial policy underlying industrial accidents 
has been forced upon the public con- 
science. And it is becoming apparent in 
America, as for years it has been recog- 
nized in Great Britain, that both individ- 
ual justice and social economy demand 
that the burden of industrial accidents 
should be borne by the community. The 
majority of them are virtually inevitable 
incidents of ludustrial activity. 

Economic and social utility is the basis 
of the movement for protective appli- 
gnees, sanitation, and other amelioration 
of conditions of employment, as well as 
the shifting of the burden of industrial 
accidents from the shoulders of the em- 
ployé to that of the employer, by whom it 
may be distributed over the community 
by including it in his charges as he in- 
cludes wages, deterioration of plant, or 
fire insurance.

Trouble is brewing, at the court of the 
negus for France, and ieturally it is ascribed 
to German machinations. To put the mat - 
ter in a nutshell, the French government has 
committed itself to the completion of its rail 
road from Djibuti, their port 2 the Red sea, 
to the capital of Abyssinia, and is asking the 
legislature for large subsidies for this pur- 
pose. The railroad already extends across 
the Abyssinian frontier to Harrar. Now, Em- 
peror Menelik is not only. absolutely 
to any railroad to his capital, but bitterly 
resents the idea of money being voted for. 
the construction, more or less directly, * 2 
foreign ‘government, of a a on h 
territory without bis permission and amnion: 
his wishes. The matter is further compli- 
cated by the fact that the new railroad enter- 
prise has secured possession of the Djibuti- } 
Harrar line by decreeing the canceling of the 
charter of the now defunct Ethiopian rail- 
road company, on the pretext that it had not 
fulfilled the conditions of its incorporation, 
and there are a number of English and Gen 
man stockholders in this former company 
who are loud in their charges of arbitrary | 
spoliation. The negus, who has thus far 
prevented the operation of that part of the 
Djibuti-Harrar line which is, on Abyssinian 
territory, looks upon this projected exten- 
sion of the railroad to his capital as a means 
devised by France to secure commercial and 
political control of his country, and, indeed, 
to convert the latter into a French colony in. 
all but mame. In fact, he knows that the 
French government has virtually put for- 
ward this eventuality as an argument for 
the purpose of inducing the chambers at Paris 
to vote the necessary money for the comple- 
tfon of the Une.

Untill the negotiation of the Anglo-French 
entente cordiale Sir John Harrington, the 
British envoy in Abyssinia, and bis French , 
colleague were always at daggers drawn, 
Sir John occupying an altogether privileged 
position at Adis-Addeba, being a great 
favorite of Menelik. But subsequent thereto 
Sir John received instructions to modify his 
antagonism towards the French minister 
and even to support him. The negus, who up 
to that time had looked upon Great Britain 
and upon its representatiye as his chief bul- 
wark of defense agamst all foreign designs 
upon his independence, was unable to under- 
stand the change of front and felt that he was 
being abandoned by the friends in whom he 
had placed all his confidence. The posi- 
tion became so Intolerable for Sir John that 
he has resigned his post and left Abyssinia 
forever, having given his government to 
understand that he will enter parliament un- 
less he receives promotion to some other 
post. 

The negus, convinced that he has been 
thrown over by England for the sake of 
France, is now turning to Germany, which 
has one of its ableat diplomatic agents upon 
the sc®ne, ready to aval! himself of the oppor- 
tunity thus offered to promote Germany's 
political influence and, above sll, Teuton 
commerce. ,

Moreover, it is in this connection that 
King Edward has arranged to visit Rome 
after leaving Biarritz, towsrge the end of 
March.

This eagerness on the part of the various 
powers to obtain the good will and the sup- 
port of the court of the Quirinal is all the 
more remarkable when the military and 
naval unpreparedness of Italy, to- which 1. 
have recently drawn attention in these let- 
ters, is taken into consideration. Under the 
circumstances it can only be regarded in the 
light of a tribute to the personality and to 
the cleverness. of Victor. Emmanuel, who 
during the nine years that have elapsed since 
his becoming king has established a reputa- 
tion for strength of character and states- 
manship, and who has acquired in an alto- 
gether unparalleled cegree the confidence 
and the backing of his countrymen, not only 
Royalists but also Clericals, Republicans, 
and even Socialists. In fact, re may be said 
to enjoy In a degree never possessed by any 
other sovereign of the peninsula the backing 
of united Italy.

There are two things of which Victor Em- 
manuel entertains a holy horror. One is 
publicity concerning himself, while the other 
has to do with the question of his stature. 
The latter is a subject on which he is ex- 
tremely sensitive, and yet it is necessary to 
refer thereto in order to portray him. The 
qualities of rulership are not, however, meas- 
ured by inches, and, as In the case of the 
‘late Queen: Victoria, whose height he only 
slightly surpassed, bis bearing and his clever- 
ness are such that all sense of his shortness 
quickly disappears. If I refer to the matter 
at all it is because small men heve a far 
greater difficulty in creating an impression 
upon their fellow citizens than those who 
have the advantage of them in site. 

It is more easy for a prince who stands 
half a head taller than those around him to 
be majestic than one who does not reach to 
their shoulders. That Victor Emmanuel 
should, in spite of his being the shortest 
monarch in Burope, have become one of the 
most commanding figures of royalty speaks 
volumes for his character.

During the next few weeks his name and 
that of his beautiful and kitted consort—a 
poetess and one of the most talented violin- 
ists in Europe—will be appearing at the head

In connection with new railroad, terminals 
and land required by the sanitary district for 
river wiiening purposes, Chicago has had 
several interesting condemnation cases dur- 
ing the last few years wherein expert testi- 
mony as to land values has, of course, been 
the all important feature, 

Sometimes the question of value isso subtly 
involved in the peculiar conditions surround- 
ing the land in *— or become 80 in- 
volved because of the obvious attempts of the 
attorneys on one or both sides to so befog this 
issue as to make it beyond the power of the 
average juryman to so analyze the evidence 
as to reach an intelligent conclusion in this 
direction that justice frequently does not get 
ita due. This is the one great obstacle which 
a naturally strong case has to encounter, as 
a shrewd lawyer is so frequently able tg.be- 
cloud the issue that the juryman not versed 
in land questions soon loses his moorings 
and drifts about in a sea of doubt. 

As a mat ter of fact a jury trial of such cases 
is quite likely to result in @ miscarriage of 
justice, the ends of which undoubtedly would 
be better served in most cases by-a trial be- 
fore the court. Frequently in despair the 
jury returns a sort of compromise verdict, as 
was the case in connection with the recent 
trial in which the sanitary district was con- 
demning the Chapin land along the river, al- 
though the verdict was the figures of 
the district witnesses than those of Mr. Cha- 


pin. 
Experts Surprise Realty Men. 

Still there was the same big difference in 
the testimony given by the expert witnesses 
on the question of value which obtains in 
nearly all these cases, the district's wit- 
nesses placing the value at from §9 to $10 a 
square foot, and Mr. Chapin’s witnesses at 
a minimum of $18 a square foot. The 
verdict was $18.05 a square foot. Edgar M. 
Snow and John B. Knight for the district 
valued it at 89. Eugene H. Fishburn at $9.80, 
and George Birkhoff at $10, while Albert L. 
Strauss, R. F. White, W. 4. Merigold, and 
E. A. Bacheldor at $18. To intelligent 
real estate men and others posted as to the 
conditions which go to make land values 
the reasons given by expert witnesses fre- 
quently for the conclusions at which they 
arrive are surprising, to say the least, and 
frequently betray a most surprising igno- 
rance of the most elementary conditions 
which make for values. 0 

Sales and leases frequently are referred 
to as definitely establishing land values 
which, as a matter of fact, are entitled to no 
consideration as criterions of value, for the 
simple reason that they represent on the 
one hand either the necessities of the pur- 
chaser or lessee, or, on the other hand, the 
necessities of the seller or lessor. Frequent- 
ly also conditions entering into sales make 
the latter misleading. 

Thus, when Mr. Steger, the piano manu- 
facturer, leased the twenty-six feet frontage 
at the northwest corner of Wabash avenue 
and Jackson boulevard on the basis of 4 per 
cent on a value of $30.000 a front foot. it was 
at once recognized that it was far in excess 
of the fair market value of the land. But 
Mr. Steger urgently needed K to round out 
his holding at that point so as to admit of its 
improvement to the best advantage, and his 
necessities represented about $17,000 or 618. 
000 of the extra price per front foot over and 
above the market value of the lend which 
he paid to secure it. 


Specific Cases Misleading. * 


On the other hand, when the Northern 
Trust company purchased the old Bryan 
block at the northwest corner of La Salle 
and Monroe streets a few years ago at about 
$50 a square foot it immediately was recog- 


nized that the trust company had acquired 


the property much below its real market 
value, the reason being understood at that 
time to be the differences among the owners 
which had forced the sale. 

Many other cases might be cited along this 
line for the reason that the real estate busi- 
ness in Chicago is so much that of specific 
needs, either on the part of the purchaser 
or seller that sales are apt to be most mis- 


leading criterions. 


Probably one of the clearest statements of 
the elements which go to make up land values 
is that contained in an address 1 de- 
livered in New York City by. E. Gilbert, 
a prominent broker of the city, * speaking 
on the subjeet of “‘ The Appraisal of Real 
Property. 


Argues Rental Is the Basis. 


Mr. Gilbert said in part: 

The value of land is its rental value, and 
its fee value is the rental value capitalized 
at the prevailing interest rate of money. 
For instance, a lot which will yield a net an- 
nual rental, free of all charges, of $1 
may be said to have a rental value of 2 000 
and a fee value of that amount, capitalized 
at, say, 5 per cent, or $20,000. That form of 
expression, the fee value of land, is the 
value of the right to transfer the title, and 
is the form of value most generally used.in 
this city, where land is constantly changing 
from one title holder to another. 

“The other form of expression, rental 
value, ile used to indicate what income may 
be derived from the use of the land when 
let or leased to another by the feeholder. A 
leasehold of land is a limited estate in the 
land by virtue of whigh the land is trans- 
ferred to the control of another, than the 
title holder, who reserves, however, a stipu- 
lated rental for its use. 

“The fair-market value of a fee holding 
of land is the price obtainable for it when 
voluntarily offered for sale in the open mar- 
ket under equable and normal market ocondi- 
tions to the competition of buyers. Its fair 
rental value is discoverable in the same way. 
The fair market value of a leasehold of land 
is the difference between the amount of 
rental reserved in the lease capitalized and 
amount of rent obtainable for it when volan- 
tarily offered in the open market under 
equable and normal market congitions.
